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Basis for international conference 

PLO leaders accept 
UN Resolution 242 


ALGIERS, Nov 13, (Agen- 
cies): Leaders of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation 
agreed today after heated 
debate to accept UN Security 
Council Resolution 242 — 
which implicitly recognises 
Israel — as the basis for an 
international peace con- 
ference on the Middle East. 

The acceptance means PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat woo his 
struggle with hardliners within 
the leadership over the con- 
troversial resolution. 

It also means that, if accepted 
by the full Palestine National 
Council, one of the precondi- 
tions will have been met for 
United States recognition of the 
PLO. In accepting the resolu- 
tion. the PLO had responded to 
recent calls by the Soviet Union 
for more Palestinian flexibility. 

Resolution 242 calls for an end 
to hostilities and Israeli with- 
drawal from territories occupied 
in the 1967 war. It implicitly 
recognises Israel by referring to 
the right of all states in the area to 
live within secure and recognised 
borders. 

Objected 

Those opposing the resolution 
have objected to' its referring to 
. the future of Palestinians in the 
occupied territories as “a just set- 
tlement of the refugee problem." 

The political declaration 
accepting the resolution was 
being debated and drafted in 
committee for presentation to 


the plenary session of the Pales- 
tine National Council, the PLO’s 
top decision-making body. 

The 450-member PNC began 
meeting* yesterday and was 
expected to conclude on Tuesday 
with a declaration of indepen- 
dence for the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

"The PNC will come -out with 
a political decision and a 
programme of peace," said PLO 
spokesman Ahmed Abdul Rah- 
man. 

“In the political statement we 
will adopt all resolutions of the 
UN Security Council dealing 
with the Palestinian question. 
What’s more, we will emphasise 
Resolutions 242 and 338 as the 
basis for an international con- 
ference to achieve peace in the 
Middle East” 

Strong 

Resolution 338. passed on Oct 
22, 1973, during the Arab-lsraeli' 
war, calls for an end to the fight- 
ing; urges implementation of 
Resolution 242 and, most impor- 
tantly. calls for negotiations bet- 
ween Arabs and Israel towards 
"a just and durable peace in the 
Middle EasL” 

In closed-door ’ meetings 
among PLO faction leaders here, 
there had been strong opposition 
to 242 from the Marxist-oriented ' 
groups, particularly George 
Habash’s Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine. 
Habash’s faction is the PLO's 
second- largest group after 
Arafat's Fatah.

Sources close to the talks said 
that after two days of haggling, it 
was dear no compromise was 
possible. Habash finally agreed 
to note his reservations but bow 
to the majority within the PNC 
and not creates major split 
Abdul Rahman said the PNC 
wanted to adopt the resolutions 
unanimously, but also was capa- 
ble of operating by majority, rule. 

Abdul Rahman told a news 
conference that the political 
statement would mention "all 
United Nations and Security 
Council resolutions dealing with 
the Palestine question." 

“We will emphasise Resolu- 


tions 242 and 338 as the means, as 
the basis for an international 
conference. But we will add self- 


determination, national rights 
and the participation of the PLO 
(at the international conference) 
on an equal footing with the 
other parties to tbeconflict in the 
Middle East," he added. 

Resolution 

Acknowledging that some 
PNC members opposed the draft 
resolution, Abdul Rahman said: 
“If there is no unanimity, 
decisions will be taken by 
democratic majority."

direct recognition of Israel — a 
move usually seen as the organ- 
isation's final card, to be kept 
until the end of negotiation over 
the 40-year-old Arab-lsraeli con- 
flict. 

"All the PLO organisations 
•are adhering- very strongly to the 
unity of the PLO,” said Suleiman 
Najab, secretary of the Palestin- 
ian Communist Party and a 
member of the PLO executive 
committee.

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Sexual abuse 
of children 
increases in US 

CHICAGO, Nov 13,(UPI>: Sex- 
ual abuse or children has 
increased since the 1 940s, becom- 
ing more common, more serious 
and more likely to be committed 
by an adult relative or friend of a 
child, a researcher said today. 

Writing in the journal 
Pediatrics, Dr John Leventhal, 
of the Yale University School of 
Medicine, compared studies 
done by famed sex researcher 
Alfred Kinsey in the 1940s and 
another study done by Diana 
Russell in 1978. 

Proportion 

He said the 1978 study showed 
a “higher prevalence of sexual 
abuse, a greater proportion of - 
perpetrators who were relatives 
or adults known by the child, and 
a greater proportion of serious 
types of abuse." 

Kinsey's study — still the lar- 
gest ever conducted on the 
prevalence of sexual abuse — 
showed 24 per cent of the 4,441 
women interviewed had had at 
least one pre-adolescent sexual 
contact with an adult male. Half 
of these women said the abuse 
included no physical contact, but 
rather verbal abuse or genital 
exhibition. About the same per- 
centage said strangers were the 
perpetrators of the acts, while 22 
per cent said family members — 
typically an uncle — were res- 
ponsible. 

Contrast 

Kinsey included women from 
48 states but excluded black 
women and women who had 
been in prison. In contrast, Rus- 
sell interviewed only women in 
the San Francisco area. Her 
interviews of 930 randomly selec- 
ted women showed 48 per cent 
experienced at least one incident 
of sexual abuse before the age of 
14. 

Russell found 29 per cent of 
the incidents of physical contact 
involved relatives, 60 per cent 
involved others acquaintances 
and I i per cent involved stran- 
gers. While Kinsey found eight 
per cent of women had been vic- 
tims of "very serious” abuse. 
Russell found 23 per cent 
experienced this level of abuse. 

Leventhal said the two studies 
and another recent study suggest 
■‘exhibitionisn. has decreased 
during the 20th c*. 'tury.” 


Israel considers death 
penalty for Palestinians 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Nov I3,(Reuter): Israeli leaders, 
faring renewed calls for harsh 
punishment or Palestinians, set 
up a ministerial committee today 
to consider imposing the death 
penalty for murder. 

Cabinet ministers said they 
decided unanimously to form the 
panel after Arab tire bombers 
killed a mother and her three 
children two weeks ago. 

The panel, made up of the 
defence, foreign and justice mini- 
sters and the attorney-general, 
would advise miliUuy authorities 
on capital punishment, imposed 
only once in Israel’s 40-year his- 

^ry- 

ln the occupied West Bank, 
soldiers shot dead an Arab 
motorist who failed to stop bis 
car at an Army checkpoint, 
Palestinians said. 

Violence 

AJam Mohamed Hassan Han - 
touleh, 27, of the Jenin area, was 
the first Palestinian killed since 
Israel toughened restrictions to 
prevent violence during a Pales- 
tinian parliament-in-exile meet- 
ing that began in Algiers yester- 
day. 

“I think that the recent 
incident in Jericho in which a 
mother and her three infants 
were murdered in a savage way is 
one case which could definitely 
be brought before this panel.” 
said Justice Minister Avraham 
Sharir, who made the proposal. 

Both Sharir and Defence Min- 
ister Yitzhak Rabin demanded 
imposing the death penally for 
murderers of women and chil- 
dren after the petrol bomb 
attack. 

Since the outbreak 1 1 months 
ago of an anti-Israel Palestinian 
uprising in which 1 1 Jews have 
died. Israelis have mounted pres- 
sure to execute Arab protesters. 
At least 320 Palestinians have 
died in the revolt. 

In Tulkarm, troops shot and 
wounded a Palestinian prisoner 
who tried to attack an Army 
officer, the military said. 

The occupied Gaza Strip and 
parts of the West Bank were 
sealed off as part of Anny efforts 
to pre-empt violence. 

An Army spokesman said sol- 
diers arrested scores of Palestin- 
ians to curtail violence during the 
PNC meeting. 


Palestinians said troops arres- 
ted at least 80 Arabs in night- 
time raids on villages in the 
Ramallah area, near Jerusalem, 
and fired tear gas and rubber 
bullets to disperse stone-throw- 
ing protesters in the nearby A I 
Amari refugee camp. 

The Army barred reporters 
from Nablus, the West Bank's 
largest Arab city, and from 
Jalazoun refugee camp near 
Ramallah, both frequent flash- 
points of violence between stone- 
throwing Palestinians and 
troops. 

Protests 

Underground leaders of the 
uprising had called for protests 
during the PNC meeting, but few 
residents were out in Ramallah 
and nearby villages. Some Pales- 
tinians said they were delaying 
celebrations until independence 
was declared later in the week. 

In Jerusalem three religious 
parties bickering over whom to 
recommend to lead the next 
government asked for the second 
time to delay their meetings with 
President Chaim Herzog. 

Herzog is due soon to choose 
either Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir of the rightist Likud 
Party or Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres of the centre-left 
Labour Party to form a coalition 
amid growing pressure from 
another national unity govern- 
ment. 

At a rally last night, more than 
20,000 Israelis urged the two 
main parties, Likud and Labour, 
to form a coalition and change 
the election system to prevent 
small parties from imposing 
demands on them. 

Detained 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Nov 13, (Reuter): Police 
detained a leftist Italian Member 
of Parliament for six hours today 
after he tried to deliver an out- 
lawed Palestinian flag to Israeli 
President Chaim Herzog, witnes- 
ses said. 

Parliamentarian Giovanni 
Russo Spena, leader of the 
proletarian Democracy Party, 
told reporters the flag was a sym- 
bol of his party’s solidarity with 
Palestinians living under Israeli 
occupation in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 


Raisa rude by 
our standards: 
Nancy Reagan 

LOS ANGELES. Nov 13, 
(Reuter): Nancy Reagan says she 
found Raisa Gorbachev, wife of 
the Soviet leader, rude — "by our 
standards." 

Asked in an interview, to be 
published in the Sunday edition 
of the Los Angeles Times, 
whether she found Mrs Gorba- 
chev to be rude, Nancy was 
quoted as saying: 

"By our standards, I suppose 
yes. Now. by her standards it 
might not be.” 

The two women spent time 
together in Geneva, Washington 
and Moscow during meetings of 
their husbands and press reports 
spoke of frosty relations. 

"It's just coming from two 
completely different cultures and 
trying to get together for the first 
time and maybe one not under- 
standing how the other works,” 
Nancy was quoted as saying." 


Act against Marxist rebels, 
Sri Lanka urges public 


COLOMBO, Nov 13. (Agen- 
cies): The Sri Lankan govern- 
ment appealed to the public 
today to stop Marxist rebels 
sabotaging the country's essen- 
tial services as nine more deaths 
were reported in rebel-linked 
violence. 

The state-run Lankapuwath 
news agency quoted a govern- 
ment spokesman as saying: “The 
public should exercise their right 
of self-defence as provided by the 
law." 

Paralysed 

“Civic-conscious citizens tak- 
ing action against saboteurs will 
be rewarded," Lankapuwath 
said in a report over slate radio. 

The Marxist People’s Libera- 
tion Front (JVP) last week called 
a series of strikes which 
paralysed businesses and 
services across the island. It 
threatened death to anyone defy- 
ing thecal). 

Police said nine people, includ- 
ing a soldier, were killed in JVP- 
linked violence in the past 24 
hours across the island. 

The government, which has 
asked tourists to leave because of 
the unrest, has blamed the front 
for the deaths of over 500 people 


sinceJuJv 1987. 

Front leader Rohana Wije- 
weeru today denied the killings, 
saying his group was noi armed. 

"The Janaiha Viroukihi 
Peramuna is a party guiding the 
poor Sri Lankan masses who arc 
leading the freedom struggle of 
the nation and the country." he 
was quoted as saying in ihe Sun- 
day Times of Colombo. 

Wijeweera answered ques- 
tions from newspaper readers on 
why his parly is aiming to topple 
the government, why it opposes 
an India-Sri Lanka pact to end a 
Tamil separatist revolt and the 
presence of Indian troops, and 
why it demands President Junius 
Jayewardene should resign. 

He charged the government 
with betraying the country by 
inviting "foreign invaders”, a 
total of 52.000 Indian troops 
now on the island, and setting up 
provincial councils without con- 
sulting the people. 

Residents in the south said 
posters appeared on walls 
threatening with death people 
who returned to work in trans- 
port. port, health, telecommuni- 
cations and other sectors 


declared essential by the govern- 
ment. 

The posters, signed by the 
radical People's Patriotic 
Movement, also threatened 
anyone who took over the jobs of 
striking workers. 

Smooth 

The government has said it 
would sack employees in essen- 
tial services, including tea. rub- 
ber and coconut plantations, 
who do not report for duty. 

India said yesterday it was sen- 
ding a police force to Sri Lanka 
to ensure smooth polling during 
council elections due in northern 
and eastern areas next Saturday. 

The Liberation Tigers of 
Tamil Eelam, the biggest Tamil 
rebel group, has threatened to 
disrupt the poll. 

Wijeweera said Indian troops 
would not leave Sri Lanka volun- 
tarily. whether Sirimavo Ban- 
daranaike of the opposition 
Freedom Party or the ruling 
United National Party's Runa- 
singhe Premadasa won the 
presidential election scheduled 
for Dec 19. 

Both candidates have pledged 
to send back Indian troops if they 
win. 


Iran does not want 
peace, accuses Iraq 


BAGHDAD, Nov 13, (Reuter): 
An Iraqi minister said today that 
remarks by an Iranian leader say- 
ing the Gulf war might resume 
were "tangible proof of Iran's 
wicked intentions.” 

Culture and Information Min- 
ister Lalif Nassif AI Jassem. 
quoted by Baghdad Radio, was 
commenting on a speech by 
Iran’s military supremo. Ali 
Akbar Hasherai Rafsanjani. 

Rafsanjani had accused Bagh- 
dad of raising "absurd issues” at 
the UN-mediated Geneva peace 
talks. Such a situation could not 
last long, he said in a speech 
reported by the Iranian news 
agency IRNA. 

Blame 

"Either we will reach peace or 
war might flare up again," Raf- 
sanjani was quoted as saying 
today. 

Jassem said Rafsanjani's com- 
ments showed that Iran did not 
believe in peace and was to blame 
for the failure of the talks to 
achieve decisive results. 

He said 1 raq was keen to stren- 
gthen the ceasefire, which took 
effect in August after eight years 
of fighting, and “sees Rafsan- 
jani's statements as a dangerous 
trend which the international 
community must be aware of.” 

Tehran's leaders should "give 
up delivering such irresponsible 
statements and stop playing 
around with peace,” Jassem said. 

The latest round of peace talks 
ended on Friday with no 
progress on major issues, alth- 
ough the two countries did agree 
to exchange sick prisoners of 
war, 

Iraqi Foreign Minister Tareq 
Aziz has denied suggestions that 


Baghdad is blocking peace talks 
with Iran and accusal Islamic 
authorities in Tehran of "playing 
for time." 

Aziz, in an interview with the 
West German news magazine 
Der Spiegel released today ahead 
of publication, also said the 
Iraqis were seriously considering 
diverting the Shalt Al Arab 
waterway to protect it from Iran- 
ian attacks, a proposal originally 
made by Baghdad in October. 

“We are not blocking the 
talks. We are only against 
negotiating loo hastily,” he told 
the magazine. 

He said Iran had agreed to a 
ceasefire last July after nearly 
eight years of fighting because of 
of a "total military and moral 
collapse" and was not in a posi- 
tion to accept the duties accom- 
panying a long-term peace. 

Belgium pulls 
minesweeper 
out of Gulf 

BRUSSELS. Nov 13, (Reuter): 
Belgium endec its naval presence 
in the Gulf today when its last 
minesweeper in the region left 
Oman to return home. 

A Defence Ministry official 
said the minesweeper Crocus, 
with a crew of around 50. was 
expected back in the port of 
Zeebrugge on Dec 23. 

In close co-operation with the 
Netherlands. Belgium sent two 
minesweepers and a support ves- 
sel to the Gul fin Sept 1987 as part 
of an international naval opera- 
tion to clear vital shipping lanes 
of mines associated with the 
I ran- 1 raq war. 


Tehran seeks 
better ties 
with Soviets 

NICOSIA. Nov J3. t Reuter I: 
Iran wants better lies with the 
Soviet Union after what it called 
10 years of mistakes by Moscow 
including its intervention in 
Afghanistan, the Iranian news 
agency IRNA said. 

The agency said Parliamen- 
tary Speaker Mi Akbar Hashemi 
Rafsanjani told visiting Soviet 
Deputy Foreign Minister Alex- 
ander Bcssmernykh that as far as 
Tehran was concerned there was 
no obstacle to expanded ties with 
Moscow. 

"We have held talks in the past 
and made decisions but we never 
fulfilled them,” IRNA yesterday 
quoted Rafsanjani as saying. The 
agency said he called on the 
Soviets to rectify their past mis- 
takes. 

Rafsanjani said relations bet- 
ween Iran and the Soviet Union 
had been clouded because of 
Moscow's links with Iraq and 
what he called the Afghan issue. 

IRNA. received in Nicosia, 
quoted Bcssmernykh as admit- 
ting Lhere were numerous mis- 
takes in the past decade. 

But he said he felt confident 
that with Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev's new policies things 
were bound to improve. 

Bessmernykh said Afghanis- 
tan had created a problem for 
Moscow but it had now adopted 
what he called a realistic 
approach to resolve the crisis. 

Moscow has suspended its 
troop withdrawal from Afghan- 
istan because of increased muja- 
hedeen activity in the wake of the 
pullout. 

Bessmernykh said Moscow 
was keen lo promote ties with 
Iran and invited Rafsanjani lo 
visit Moscow.

Benazir, bringing her tumul- 
tuous election campaign lo a 
climax, today paraded through 
the city. 

Her bid to become the first 
woman leader of a Muslim 
nation drew hundreds of 
thousands of chanting, flag-wav- 
ing supporters as she toured Pun- 
jab province over the past four 
days. 

Bui her hopes of winning Wed- 
nesday's elections took a knock 
yesterday when the Supreme 
Court reimposed a requirement

Hostage drama ends as soldiers overpower gunman 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Nov 13, (AP): Finnish soldiers 
today overpowered a Palestinian 
commando after he shot dead a 
Lebanese hostage, ending a 17- 
hour drama in which comman- 
dos seized a UN peacekeeping 
outpost, UN oflicials said. 

Timor Goksel. the spokesman 
for the 5.700-man United 
Nations Interim Force in 
Lebanon (UNIFIL). said the 
gunman was high on drugs or 
alcohol and stayed awake by cut- 
ting himself with a knife and 
pouring salt into the wounds. 

“He got nervous at one point 
and pumped three bullets into 


the head of a Lebanese hostage." 
said Goksel. “Finnish soldiers 


immediately jumped on him and 
subdued him." 

The victim was one of two 
technicians who came to work on 
a water pump next to the outpost 
and were taken captive. The 
other technician suffered a heart 
attack after the shooting and was 
being treated by UN doctors at 
UNIFIL headquarters in 
Naqoura. 

Attack 

Finnish soldiers wrestled him 
to the ground, look his weapons 
and tied him up, ending the 17- 
hour drama. Goksel said. 


The gunman was the last 
remaining holdout from a five- 
member Palestinian squad that 
took the UN outpost about 9 pm 
yesterday after plans to launch a 
terror attack in Israel failed, 
security sources in south 
Lebanon said. 

All the commandos were tur- 
ned over to the Lebanese Array, 
Goksel said. The Army has only 
a token presence in south 
Lebanon and it was unclear i f the 
commandos would be jailed or 
given to PLO oflicials. 

“We have no police powers. 
We are an international force 
without sovereign powers in the 


country. It is not our function" to 
arrest or jail the commandos, 
said Goksel. 

The outpost is near Taibeh 
about one mile (two kilometres) 
from die Israeli border and in 
Israel’s self-declared security 
zone. The planned attack coin- 
cided with a meeting in Algeria of 
the PLO’s legislative arm, the 
Palestine National Council. 

Weapon 

Four other commandos, 
including a woman, were talked 
into surrendering this morning. 


A group of 18 Furnish soldiers 
nered the 


entered the outpost, joining the 
five Finnish soldiers and two 


Lebanese who. were being held 
hostage. 

Tlie soldiers stacked their 
weapons in a corner and 
surrounded the gunmen, trying 
to talk him into surrendering or 
wear him down to the point of 
exhaustion, UN officials said. 

Goksel said the man was inco- 
herent, apparently intoxicated, 
and remained awake by cutting 
his arm with a knife and pouring 
salt into the wounds. 

UN negotiators refused initial 
commando demands for a UN 
escort to the port city of Sidon, 
where Palestinian commandos 
have military bases.

Dubcek gets hero’s 
welcome in Italy 


BOLOGNA, Nov 13, (Reuter): 
Former Czechoslovak reformist 
leader Alexander Dubcek 
received a hero's welcome in 
Italy last night as he began his 
first trip abroad for 18 years. 

But in a speech prepared for 
delivery today, when he will 
receive an honorary degree from 
Bologna University — reason for 
his visit — Dubcek denounced 
events in Czechoslovakia since 
his overthrow following a Soviet- 
led Warsaw Pact invasion in 
1968. 

The invasion crushed his 
short-lived “Prague Spring" of 
reforms. 

The text of the speech was 
released in Italian translation 
yesterday. 

Worsening 

Dubcek said the two decades 
since his fall had been “a lesson 
for us, through the worsening of 
economic stagnation, sterility 
and incalculable moral losses." 

He said that in Cze- 
choslovakia, today “every form 
of dialogue is practically in- 
admissible.” adding that the 
authorities only accepted facts 
“which serve precise and 
unilateral propaganda aims." ,

“He declared: “Despite what i 
has been and what has happened 
to us I would willingly start again 
where I began before."

We're not looking to arrest tour- 
ists.” 


He said arrests are only made if 
complaints are made, and they 
are rare.

Benazir's Pakistan People’s 
Party (PPP) counters that 
millions of its poorer supporters, 
especially women, do not have 
the cards and are effectively 
being disenfranchised. 

Benazir, 35-year-old daughter 
of executed Prime Minister Zul- 
fikar Ali Bhutto, accepted the 
court decision. But she called on 
voLers without identity cards to 
stay close to polling stations and 
stop impostors with fake - cards 
from voting. 

“What we have been able to 
achieve during the proceedings 
before the superior courts is that 
we have established that the 
process of issuing ID. cards is a 
process that has been rigged 
against the people of Pakistan.” 
she said in a statement. 

The government insisted on 
cards to influence the vote results 
against the PPP, she said. Even 
the government's own figure 
showed “at least 3.7 million reg- 
istered voters would be disen- 
franchised. although our 
estimates far exceed this figure.” 

The identity cards were 
introduced bv Bhutto.

Aquino upset over 
top rebel’s escape 


MANILA, Nov 13, (Reuter): 
Philippine President Corazon 
Aquino called senior Army 
officers to task today for allow- 
ing aprominent communist rebel 
leader to escape, and ordered a 
full investigation of the incident. 

Romulo Kintanar, comman- 
der-in-chief of the guerrilla New 
People's Army (NPA), escaped 
with his wife on Saturday from 
the Manila paramilitary con- 
stabulary camp whileattendinga 
birthday party, an Army spokes- 
man said. 

The guerrilla chief, who was 
facing rebellion charges, was the 
second major Aquino foe to 
break out of detention this year. 

Security 

Last April, dissident Colonel 
Gregorio “Gringo" Honasan 
escaped with 14 of his guards 
from a Navy ship where he had 
been detained after trying to top- 
ple Aquino in a bloody coup 
attempt in August 1987. He 
remains at large. 

Aquino said in a statement 
that she was “calling to task" her 
constabulary chief, Major-Gen- 
eral Ramon Montano, and other 
officers in charge of keeping Kin- 


tanar under maximum security. 

“I have ordered a full-dress 
investigation into the matter,” 
Aquino added. 

Securi ty forces last night set up 
roadblocks around Manila and 
military agents today fanned out 
to suspected rebel hideouts 
around the capital. But the man- 
hunt failed to yield any trace of 
the guerrilla leader. 

“We don't have any results 
yet,” Colonel Leonardo Orig, 
operations chief of the Manila 
Constabulary command, said. 

Kintanar and his wife were 
among seven communist leaders 
detained in the camp since they 
were arrested last March. 

The military says Kintanar is 
also the organiser of rebel assas- 
sination learns that have brought 
the 19-year guerrilla war from 
the countryside to the cities, kill- 
ing more than 100 soldiers and 
policemen in Manila attacks the 
past two years. 

The military said the Kintan- 
ars escaped while attending a 
birthday party inside Camp 
Crame in honour of their former 
jailor.

ted. 

It said the men were members 
of the Anya-Nya II militia which 
is fighting alongside government 
troops in southern Sudan against 
guerrillas of its former ally, the 
Sudan People's Liberation Army 
(SPLA).

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New heart 
drug said to 
be effective 

LONDON, Nov 1 3, (KUNA): A 
drug claimed to be the most effec- 
tive treatment for heart attacks 
was launched here this week, it 
was reported. 

The drug, known as TP A, is 
the world’s first clot-dissolving 
agent made by Genetic Engineer- 
ing. 

However, its cost is extremely 
high and British doctors admit- 
ted that health authorities could 
barely afford to pay for it. 

It costs £900 for a one-shot 
infusion, making it 11-times 
more expensive than Streptokin- 
ase, a long established drug, 
which was combined with 
aspirins is favoured by most car- 
diologists, experts said. 

A West German phar- 
maceutical company, Boehrin- 
ger-Ingelheim, is selling TPA in 
Europe under license from Gen- 
entech, the US firm that 
developed the product and which 
has the responsibility for sales in 
the US. 


The attack took place on 
Thursday before Mohammed 
Osman A1 Mirghani, the leader 
of Sudan's co-ruling Democratic 
Unionist Party (DUP), left for 
Ethiopia for talks on a peace deal 
with SPLA leader John Garang.

US abandoned 
arrest bid, 
says Abbas 

ALGIERS. Nov 13, (UPI): 
Palestine Liberation Front 
leader Mohammed Abu Abbas 
said today he believes US auth- 
orities have abandoned efforts to 
arrest him but shied away from 
revealing his hideout. 

“Everyone knows that 
American opinion tries to sup- 
port our enemy and seeks to 
provoke fights against us,” 
Abbas said in an interview with 
United Press International. 

“Until we have our own 
nation, I will have a certain 
address,” Abbas said with a 
smile. “Even I don’t know where 
it is." 

The United States issued an 
arrest warrant for Abbas for his 
alleged role as the mastermind of 
the 1985 hijacking in the 
Mediterranean of the Achille 
Lauro cruise ship. During the 
attack guerrillas loyal to Abbas 
killed a wheel-chair-bound 
American, Leon Klingboffer. 

“The Americans announced 
officially that they no longer are 
planning to capture me,” Abbas 
said. "They announced one year 
ago that they do not have suf- 
ficient proofs that 1 had commit- 
ted any offence.” 


Afghan rebels cut 
Soviet supply route 


ISLAMABAD. Nov 13, (AP): 
Islamic guerrillas claimed to 
have cut the strategic Salang 
Highway between Kabul and the 
Soviet Union, killing 20 Soviet 
troops. 

Radio Moscow reported yes- 
terday that the Afghan Army 
had regained control of another 
highway, a 120-kilometre route 
crossing Afghanistan eastward 
toward the border with Pakistan. 

The “government Army has 
regained control of the Kabul- 
Jalalabad Highway,” the radio 
said, adding that 1,358 rebels 
were killed in fighting in the 
provinces of Nangarhar. Paktia, 
Hehnand and Badghis. 

Meanwhile, the statement by 
the Jamiat-e-Islami rebel group 
reported five guerrillas killed in 
one attack on the Salang High- 
way north of Kabul. 

The Salang Highway had been 
the main Red -Army departure 
route following a UN-brokered 
accord for withdrawal of more 
than 1 00,000 Soviet troops from 
Afghanistan. It also is a supply 
route for military bases in Afgh- 
anistan. 

Attacks 

In the report reaching Jamiat 
headquarters in the Pakistani 
frontier city of Peshawar yester- 
day, Jamiat spokesman Moham- 
mad Shweib claimed the high- 
way was closed. 

The report said Islamic rebels 
had waged attacks along the len- 


gth of the400 kilometre highway, 
from north of the Afghan capital 
of Kabul to the Soviet border 
town of Termez. 

Shweib said 20 Soviets were 
killed and 22 tanks destroyed in 
one attack alone on a convoy last 
Sunday near the town of 
Rabatak in the northern 
province of Baghlan, 150 
kilometres south of the Soviet 
border. 

Jamiat-e-lslami said Ahmad 
Shah Masoud, its Panjshir 
Valley commander, has closed 
the road, much of which is tun- 
nelled. 

Masoud heads the supervisory 
council of the north, a group that 
reportedly is co-ordinating the 
rebel war in Afghanistan's north- 
ern provinces. 

Peace 

Shweib said the attacks on the 
Salang in northern Samangan. 
Baghlan and Parwan provinces 
had destroyed about 140 Soviet- 
Afghan military vehicles, includ- 
ing tanks armoured personnel 
carriers and trucks. 

The report did not elaborate 
on casualty figures. 

Jamiat leader Burhanuddin 
Rabbani confirmed the Salang 
offensive in speaking with repor- 
ters after meetings last week in 
Washington with US President 
Ronald Reagan and Secretary of 
State George Shultz. 

Asked about the offensive. 
Rabbani had said. “Our aim is 


peace. But if the Russians inten- 
sify the war. We have no choice,” 

Until the Salang offensive, 
rebels in the area had not 
impeded Soviet troops heading 
out of the country. But that was 
before the introduction in early 
November of surface-to-surface 
long-range Scud missiles and 
MiG 27 jets is tantamount to a 
renewed Soviet invasion. 

Syed Ahmad Gailani. leader 
of the moderate National Islamic 
Front of Afghanistan, said 
recently in Peshawar. “We had 
agreed that we should facilitate 
the withdrawal.” 

But he added: “The introduc- 
tion of new weapons is a clear-cut 
act of invasion.” 

The Geneva accord, signed 
earlier this year, provided for the 
withdrawal of Soviet troops. The 
Soviet Union said half of the 
force left by Aug 1 5. 

The timetable calls for com- 
pletion of the withdrawal by Feb 
15. The Soviet Union said on 
Nov 4 that it had temporarily 
suspended the withdrawal, char- 
ging the terms of the accord were 
being broken by the continued 
arming of the insurgency by the 
West. The Soviets said the tem- 
porary suspension did not con- 
stitute a breach of the accord. 

In other developments, gover- 
nment-controlled Radio Kabul 
said yesterday that 10 people 
were killed in recent attacks on 
two cities. 


Thousands protest in j^ d on revises 

Seoul against Chun conscription 



SEOUL, Nov 13, (Reuter): 
South Korean workers staged a 
show of strength today against 
former President Chun Doo 
Hwan, who looks set to counter 
corruption charges with allega- 
tions that could severely 
embarrass the present govern- 
ment. 

An estimated 30.000 chanting 
blue-collar workers, labour 
activists and students marched 
through Seoul, demanding bet- 
ter working conditions and 
Chun's arrest, witnesses said. 

He is beset with charges of 
massive corruption, brutality 
and abuse of power during his 
eight-year rule. 

State radio and several Seoul 
newspapers quoted a dose aide 
as saying Chun was demanding 
an interview with President Roh 
Tae-Woo before announcing a 
“grave derision.” 

Trial 

The reports said Chun would 
“tell all” about issues including 
the operation of political funds m 
a statement which he said would 
“send shock waves across the 
country.” 

Today's demonstrators sur- 
ged from Yonsei University cam- 
pus, where they had rallied to 
honour the memory of a labour 
activist who burned himsdf to 


death in 1970. 

The country’s restless 
students, labour groups and dis- 
sidents have called for a bigger 
rally on Nov 19 lo press the 
government lo put Chun on trial. 

Roh. an Army general who 
threw his troops behind Chun's 
1979 coup and then held several 
key posts under him. won a 
popular mandate last December 
after distancing himself from his 
mentor. 

Apology 

The President is due home 
tomorrow from an 1 1-day tour 
of Asia-Pacific nations to face 
what many observers say is his 
biggest political crisis since he 
took office last February. 

Earlier this month, thousands 
of anti-Chun protesters rioted m 
the capital, drawing middle class 
support for the first time since 
nation-wide pro-democracy 
protests in June 1987. 

Opposition leaders, who 
earlier appeared ready to accept 
that Chun would escape trial ifhe 
apologised for misdeeds, retur- 
ned any illegally amassed fortune 
and quit and capital, toughened 
their stand this weekend. 

Warningofrisingpolitical ten- 
sions, they demanded Roh 
immediately start legal proceed- 
ings against Chun and tus wife. 


AMMAN, Nov 1 3, (AP): Jordan 
has revised its law on conscrip- 
tion, allowing men to delay com- 
pletion of their two-year military 
service until the age of 40, the 
official Jordanian news agency 
reported. 

The agency, PETRA, quoted 
the head of military recruitment 
as saying the new law was endor- 
sed by King Hussein, Prime Min- 
ister and Defence Minister Zaid 
Rifai and armed forces comman- 
der Field-Marshal Zeid Bin 
Shaker. 

The new law was presented as 
a gift from King Hussein to mark 
his birthday. The King turns 53 
tomorrow. 

The reform means that a large 
but unknown number of young 
Jordanians living abroad can 
now return home without facing 
punishment for evading the 
draft. 

The head of the military 
recruitment office, Mohammad 
Abdul Rahim Balawneh. said 
that Jordanians who left the 
country before Jan 1, 1976 and 
anytime after that date could 
now travel and work abroad 
until they turn 37. 

Then the expatriates would 
have to return in order to com- 


plete two years of military service 
before reaching 40, he said. 


Karen rebels preparing for 
battle with Burmese junta 


MANERPLAW, Nov 13. (AP): 
After waging a backwater 
rebellion for four decades. Bur-, 
ma’s Karens hope the flight of 
thousands of students to their 
remote jungle bases will slot their 
cause into the broader struggle 
against a harsh military govern- 
ment in Rangoon. 

Since the government crushed 
a popular uprising in September, 
more than 5,000 students and 
others have fled cities in the hear- 
tland to the Thai-Burmese bor- 
der. Here, the Karens have 
carved out a domain complete 
with schools, tax collectors, soc- 
cer teams and a fighting force 
said to number 1 7,000 guerrillas. 

The Karen National Union, 
probably the strongest of a dozen 


ethnic minority rebel groups, 
claims to control most of the 
2,172 kilometres frontier and 
a dminis ter roughly one million 
of Burma's 6 to 7 million Karens. 
The KNU’s weapons are pur- 
chased on the black market of 
neighbouring Thailand with 
income largely derived from 
taxes on massive, cross-border 
smuggling. 

Students 

“The Burmese population will 
now have a better view of the 
ethnic revolutionary groups 
because of the students,” KNU 
president Bo Mya said in an 
interview. “Together with the 
students and God's help we will 
win the war. 


Karen leaders also say the 
recent mass killings of demon- 
strators and other human rights 
violations in Burma may make 
the international community 
and the majority Burmese realise 
they and other ethnic minorities 
have had just cause in fighting 
the Rangoon govemraent. 

At the Karen base ofKJer Dey , 
620 of the sludenLs live in a crow- 
ded dormitory-like structure, 
most of them having arrived with 
only the clothes on their back. A 
doctor says there are no 
mosquito nets to go around and 
the food-rice, bean soup and fish 
paste is inadequate although lit- 
tle different from that eaten by 
the Karen guerrillas. 
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Kuwait reiterates support 
for Palestinian cause 


KUWAIT. Nov 13. (KUNA): 
Kuwait today reiterates its sup- 
port for the Palestinian cause and 
expressed confidence that the 
PNC extraordinary session will 
yield practical resolutions to fos- 
ter the Palestinian struggle and 
establish a Palestinian slate 
under PLO leadership.

50,910 workers enter Kuwait 


Father in kidnap case 
facing perjury charges 


ABU DHABI. Nov 13. (AP): A 
coumoday adjourned the trial of 
two Irishmen accused of attemp- 
ting to kidnap a 5-year-old girl in 
a custody dispute between her 
Irish mother and Jordanian 
father. 

The Criminal Court in Khor 
Fakkan. 220 kilometres (138 
miles) from Abu Dhabi, is to 
resume the hearing on Thursday, 
court sources said. 

The court also ordered the 
public prosecutor to bring 
peijury charges against the girl's 
father, Samir Naseer, for giving 
conflicting testimony in the case, 
the sources said. 

The child, Nadine Naseer, was 
in court but was not required to 
testify, they said. 

Gerald Flynn, 25, and Dennis 
Dennehy, 28. both from Dublin, 
Ireland, were charged with 
attempting to kidnap Nadine 
from her Jordanian father, a. 
physician working in the UAE. 


They planned to return the girl 
to her mother. Ann McManus, a 
nurse in Dublin. 

Naseer said he was awarded 
custody of the child but was un- 
able to produce the custody 
order he said was obtained from 
a Jordanian court, the sources 
said. 

Teresa Juiy, 32, from the 
Philippines, Naseer’s current 
wife, told the court the two Irish- 
men burst into their home on 
Sept 3 and tied them up with 
tape. 

She said Nadine hugged her 
father before leaving and asked 
the two men not to hurt him, 
adding that the Irishmen 
promised to have them both 
freed within six hours. 

Flynn and Dennehy were 
arrested a few hours later before 
they could reach Abu Dhabi air- 
port. Earlier reports of the case 
have said Naseer managed to 
alert police.

safety requirements, the official 
said. 


He added that Kuwaiti laws 
guarantee the rights of workers 
irrespective of nationality. 

He also denied claims that 
some workers were forcibly con- 
tracted by Kuwaitis and added 
that such a practice is cr iminal 
under Kuwaiti laws. 

Responsible 

Al Thamer pointed out that 
the ministry has four labour 
departments in different gover- 
norates. Each department is res- 
ponsible for issuing work per- 
mits and inspecting the different 
installations within its gover- 
norates. 

Workers have the right to 
complain about employers who 
delay paying their dues. Kuwait 
does its best to offer security and 
protect the dignity of any person 
living in the country, Al Thamer 
added.

THE availability of shrimp in the 
local market in large quantities 
and at low prices is attributed to 
the success of regulations that 
prohibit shrimp fishing in certain 
areas and times of the year.

Court agrees 
woman’s second 
marriage illegal 

THE Court of Higher Appeals 
upheld the decision by the Court 
ofFirst Instance which abolished 


the marriage contract of a 
woman who married another 
man although she was still 
married to her first husband. 

The first husband told the 
court that he had divorced his 
wife, but returned her to his cus- 
tody before the end of the legal 
period — iddat — according to 
Islamic sharia. 

The court heard that the 
second man married her after the 
end of the legal period and the 
wife had approved it in the 
marriage contract. 

The woman said she thought 
that her second marriage was 
correct and legal as she did not 
know that sexual relations with 
her first husband during the legal 
period of divorce meant that she 
had returned as his wife. She said 
that the return to her first hus- 
band should have been publicly 
declared. 


Custody 

The court in its judgement 
referred to the Islamic ruling 
which allows the man to return 
his divorced wife to his custody 
during the legal period — even if 
the woman does not want lhaL 

The first husband submitted 
an official document proving 
that he returned his divorced wife 
to his custody.

her. Ajay*s disability is not 
specified, perhaps it is para- 
plegia or brain damage. But 
: Shanti's affection grows by the 
minute as it were, engulfing her, 
snatching her away from 
reality. 

Pain 

- Writers Surendra Prakash 
and Subrata Bose also touch on 
mental disability — the stilted 
attitude of people who shun 

- and loathe the terrible tragedy. 
Again, they touch the surface. 
Nevertheless, they make an 


Life is for sharing 


optimistic point; life is for liv- 
ing* sharing and enjoying, even 
if it means compromising. 
Adapting and adjusting to life 
and taking a risk is what Apna 
Jahan is alt about. 

There are dramatic moments 
of extreme pain when Anil, 
Sbanti's second husband, dis- 
covers that he has trapped him- 
self in a hopeless situation and 
tries to get rid “of the menace" 
— Ajay, the helpless child, the 
pivot of Shanti's attention. 
Then he repents — a sequence 
sensitively bandied by director 
Subroto Bose. 

Anil suffers from another 
form of disability — a selfish 
urge to have Shanti to himself. 
It seems harsh to say Anil is 
selfish — he isn't because be 
‘accepts’ Shanti along with her 
problems- But wanting differs 
from sharing. As he tells 
Shanti: “Then, things were dif- 
ferent/’ 

So they were. 

The writers focus on how dif- 
ficult it is to share — to give 


unquestioningly and ask noth- 
ing in return. Once Anil starts 
sharing, his misery evaporates. 
But how many can share? Not 
many. Shanti's first husband 
Manohar deserted her because 
his dreams were shattered. 


Apna Jahan tackles the 
theme sympathetically even 
humanely but fails in drawing 
the line, dragging the film into 
avoidable pitfalls. 

Another disastrous aspect is 
Ajay's miraculous cure — 
though everyone would want to 
see it happen, that is not always 
the case, and by resorting to a 
gimmick the filmmakers defeat 
the purpose, perhaps it was an 
urge to end the film on a happy 
note. 

There are other minor hic- 
cups like needless recourse of 
songs, using much footage, 
when Axmu Malik's music was 
doing the trick. Judicious edit- 
ing would have made a better

Pakistan election 


Powerful military 


watching warily

KARACHI. Pakistan: As Pakis- 
tan moves toward general elec- 
tions on Nov 16, the country's 
powerful military is watching 
warily from the wings. 

Weary of the politicisation of 
Lhe armed forces under former 
President Mohammed Zia-ul- 
Haq, the military is not anxious 
to take control in another round 
of martial law. But it is also dis- 
trustful of civilian rule in a coun- 
try torn by ethnic strife and 
threats on its borders. 

Unless widespread unrest 
breaks out, the military seems 
ready to let elections go ahead. 
Western diplomats say. 

But many politicians expect 
the military to pull strings behind 
the scene to shape a new govern- 
ment. 

Since the death of President 
Zia and 10 top military officials 
in a plane crash in mid-August, a 
new group of professional. 


apolitical generals has taken 
cna 


targe of the armed forces. Still, 
the Army remains the key power 
broker in Pakistani politics. 

“No person has come into the 
corridors of power without the 
support, patronage, and consent 
of the Army.” says Sardar Sher- 
baz Mazari, an influential 
opposition leader from Baluchis- 
tan. “It’s very naive to think that 
whoever wins the election will be 
the one in authority.” 

Indeed, observers say the jock- 
eying for military support has 
already begun. 

Benazi r Bhutto — daughter of 
the late prime minister Zulilkar 
Ali Bhutto, overthrown by Zia in 
1977 and later executed — is 
favoured to win free elections. 

Benazir, who built her political 
platform calling for revenge 
against Zia, is now taking a more 
conciliatory line toward the 
military. 

Benazir hopes to calm Army 
fears about her populist politics 
and a possible return to the 
chaotic policies of her father. She 
has moderated the calls by her 
Pakistan People’s Parly for 
socialism, suspended criticism of 
the United States, and endorsed 
Pakistan's support for Afghan 
rebels. 

“The mellowness, mode ra- 
uon, and pragmatism of Benazir 
shows that she's come to accept 
the fact that no political party or 
leadership can hope to come to 
power without the support of the 
Array,” said a one-lime Benazir 
ally. 

Advisers close to Benazir 
admit she will have to satisfy the 
military. But if she is too accom- 
modating in forming a new 
government, she risks alienating 
her traditional supporters. 

“This is a crucial time." says 
one of her lieutenants. “The 
sligh test wron g move can destroy 
all of the opportunities from this 


air crash for the democratic for- 
ces in Pakistan.” 

Those close to the military say 
Army officials are not opposed 
to Benazir. They are nervous 
about left-wing advisers who 
remain close to her as well as 
some members of the 1 1 -party 
movement for the restoration of 
democracy, which Benazir hopes 
to make part of a broad-based 
coalition government 

Although some observers see 
Mohammed Khan Junejo as 
Benazir's main rival in the elec- 
tion, former military officials say 
the Army is reluctant to support 
the former prime minister. Jun- 
ejo, picked by Zia three years ago 
to lead Pakistan's fledgling 
civilian government, was dismis- 
sed in May. Junejo angered Zia. 
and other senior officers by inter- 
fering with Army promotions. 

But the Army is also concer- 
ned about its own public image, 
after three military coups and a 
lengthy hold on power. It was 
tainted further in April when an 
ammunitions dump between 
Islamabad and Rawalpindi 
exploded, killing scores of peo- 
ple. 


“Privately, a large number of 
officers were very unhappy with 
the continued involvement of the 
Army in the civilian government 
. ..” says a retired officer who was 
close to Zia. “They felt it was Zia 
who dragged them into the 
mud.” Army dissension has 


fueled suspicions in some quar- 
ters that the crash that killed Zia 


was sabotage by a disenchanted 
military faction. 

Reluctant 

Still the military will be reluc- 
tant to withdraw from politics, 
for.. it harvested interests to 
"protect uT Pakistan's uneasy 
political climate. ' - 

Under ZiaC~ officers benefited 
from government largesse and 
important appointments in 
politics and industry. Many 
military officials got rich 
through arms and drug smug- 
gling and corruption in defence 
purchases, political observers 
say. 

Additionally, the Army is 
uneasy about civilian control 
that could trigger new turmoil in 
the months ahead. In a speech 
recently to the officer corps, Gen 
Mirza Aslam Baig, the new 
Army chief, urged that govern- 
ment decisions “carry the collec- 
tive thinking of all concerned.” 
Observers say his statement 
underscores the Array's intent to 
maintain a prominent role. 

“The day the government 
stops consulting the Army in 
these matters, the vacuum starts, 
and the Army starts sulking on 
its own,” said a retired military 
officer who remains involved in 
the government. “And that's 
when there's danger.”

Brazil’s constitution 


comes under test

RIO DE JA N El RO. (Reuter): A 
bloody clash between striking 
steel workers and the Army has 
laid bare conflicts in Brazil's new 
constitution, political analysts 
said on Friday. 

Barely a month old, lhe reform 
constitution guarantees the right 
lo strike and calls for other ben- 
cfiis that the workers at the Volta 
Redonda Steel Milt. Latin 
America’s biggest, demand. 

Troops stormed the state- 
owned plant on Wednesday 
night, killing three people and 
ending a three-day siege by some 
3,000 workers of the mills steel 
foundry. 

Union leaders accused the 
Army, which said it was acting on 
President Jose Samey's orders, 
of trampling on lhe new constitu- 
tion's labour provisions. 

But authorities said the troops 
were acting in accordance with 
another constitutional clause 
which gives the armed forces the 
right to preserve law and order. 

Law 

"The Army will fulfil its con- 
stitutional mission to guarantee 
law and order, whenever the cir- 
cumstances demand it and 
however tough its actions may 
be,” the Army ministry said. 

The Army said its troops had 
stopped “a true operation of 
guerrilla warfare” led by armed 
strikers. Workers denied they 
were armed. 


Political commentators said 
the incident called into question 
whether Samey's government 
was prepared to respect the con- 
stitution's boldest labour 
reforms, like the right lo strike. 

“The new constitution says the 
right to strike isinalienable ... but 
now Brazilians have to ask them- 
selves whai their rights really 
are,” said commentator Jorge 
Saldanha on the Manchete 
Television Network. 


Other analysts said Brazil’s 
workers, who have staged a wave 
of strikes is recent weeks, 
appeared to be testing the gov- 
ernment's willingness to stand by 
the new constitution. 

But government officials said 
the Volta Redonda strike, in 
which workers battled police 
with sticks, stones and Molotov 
cocktails, had turned into an 
armed uprising that demanded 
armed repression. 

"This movement is not a 
strike. It's a rebellion, with the 
dear intention of extinguishing 
the democratic system.” Trade 
and Industry Minister Roberto 
Cardoso Alves told reporters. 

Justice Minister Paulo Bras- 
sard went on television to charge 
(hat the strikers had organsied H a 
real rebellion in the name of the 
right lo strike." 

Hailed by its framers as a mas- 
terpiece of social progress, the 
constitution grants workers the 
right to bargain for a six-hour 
work day, generous overtime pay 
and other Benefits. 


Problems ahead for president-elect

WASHINGTON, (Reuter): 
President-elect George Bush is 
taking a conciliatory approach 
to Congress as he prepares to 
take office but his stands on key 
issues could spell problems 
ahead. Congressional analysts 
say. 

Democrats strengthened their 
hold on both the Senate and 
House of Representatives in 
Tuesday's general election. Shut 
out of the White House again, 
they will be promoting their own 
agenda in Congress with an eye 
to the 1 992 election. 

Relations 

Amid expectations that the 
huge federal budget deficit will 
produce a major conflict early in 
his administration, Bush, who 
lakes office on Jan 20, seems 
eager to get his relations with 
Congress on a friendly footing. 

Although he had attacked 
Congress in his speeches, be said 
after his election: “I don't think I 
was particularly m a Congress- 
bashing mode through most of 
the campaign.” 

Bush, who served four years as 
a member of the House, pledged 
to “do everything I can to have

During the campaign. Bush 
flkn vowed to deploy the Star 
Wars missile defence system as 
soon as it is ready. The

Congress has regularly cut 
back lhe programme and it 
remained to be seen how hard 
Bush would push it when in 
office. 

Coelho said he believed Bush 
would “get off this Reagan kick" 
of seeking to race toward 
deployment and would modify 
his position on the 10-warbead 
MX. 

Bush is expected to leave much 
of Reagan's foreign policy in 
place. Reagan's policies toward 
the Soviet Union and on arms 
control are generally supported 
in Congress. Many Democrats 
would like to see faster progress. 

Struggles 

Bush has signalled a likely ren- 
ewal of Reagan's struggles with 
Congress on Nicaragua policy, 
asserting he will place a high 
priority on aiding the Conira 
rebels and press to “keep the 
pressure” on the Sandinista 
government. 

Congress has barred military 
aid to the Contras since last 
February. 

As he begins his administra- 
tion. the new president is likely lo 
be free of one distraction suffered 


by Reagan in his first months. 

Bush is expected to bring 
known and respected officials 
into his administration. 

His announced plan to nomin- 
ate former Treasury Secretary 
James Baker as secretary of state 
has been warmly received and 
neither Baker nor Former Sen- 
ator John Tower, the leading 
favourite for defence secretary, 
would have any problem in being 
confirmed by the Senate. 

In contrast, some of Reagan's 
nominees were highly controver- 
sial and hisfirst secretary of stale, 
Alexander Haig, went through a 
week's grilling by the Foreign 
Relations Committee before he 
was cleared for the post.

Scars of attempted coup remain in Maldives

MALE, Maldives, (AP): in a 
country where only two murders 
had been reported this century, 
the scars of last week's coup 
attempt are jarringly visible. 

The Maldives, a group of 
about 2,000 coral islands in the 
Indian Ocean, was belter known 
for its picture-postcard beaches 
and resorts than foreign mercen- 
aries and soldiers battling it out 
on the streets. 

But that image changed Nov 3 
when hired gunmen from Sri 
Lanka tried to overthrow 
President Maumon Abdul 
Gayoom. 

“Maldives has been catapul- 
ted into the 20th century," said 
A.K. Baneriee; India's top 
diplomat on the islands. 

The attempt to oust Gayoom 
was thwarted by the arrival of 
Indian paratroopers, but at least 
a dozen people were killed in 
Male, the capital, and at least six 
more died on a getaway ship 
hijacked by the mercenaries. 

The Indian paratroopers have 
started pulling out of the coun- 
try. but some remain as a token 
force, controlling the jetty on 
Male and the international air- 
port on nearby Hulule island. 
Patrol 

A week after the fighting, sol- 
diers of the Maldivian National 
Security Service, the country’s 
1,200-member militia, continue 
to patrol the narrow, unpaved 
streets of Male island. 

Male is the capital, with the 
president's residence and office 
radio and television stations, 
houses, shops and adminis- 
trative buildings crammed into 


The militia’s coast guard 
speedboats cosntantly monitor 
movements around anchored 
ships. 

Gayoom lives under heavy 
guard at the security service 
headquarters, and civilians are 
barred from moving m front of 
the three-stcrey white building. 

Before the coup attempt, 
Gayoom’s chaffeur-driven car 
moved freely along the streets of 
the capital without bodyguards. 
Now he is accompanied by 
bodyguards, and the streets are 
cleared in advance. 

Attacks 

The militia headquarters bore 
the brunt of the mercenaries' 
attacks. The budding’s from is 
chipped by bullets, windows 
shattered and a huge hole 
-knocked into its 10-metre -30- 
foot) boundary wall by a rocket- 
propelled grenade. 

“The effect of the coup will 
last,” said Sajida Mohammed, a 
19-year-old woman who said 
she'd never seen a dead person 
until the fighting. She lives down 
the street from the presidental 
palace and said fighting raged 
outside her one-storey brick 
house for more than 10 hours. 

“When the firing started at 
night, I thought it was thunder,” 
she said. “I was wrong.” 

The people of Male, most of 
them government employees or 
fishermen, gathered in dusters to 
stare at the Indian paratroopers 
in red berets, camouflage 
uniforms and black Army boots. 

“They are not hostile, but you 
can sense their disapproval,” an 
Indian major said of the Mal- 


violence. 

Ismail Mohammad, a law 
student, said he could find 
records of only two murders in 
the islands this century. 

“One was by a West German 
tourist who killed his girlfriend 
on a resort,” be said. “I don’t 
remember the other but know 
that a fisherman was killed." 
Convicted 

The German was convicted a 
few years ago and banished to a 
remote island, where he married 
a Maldivian woman. 

Banishment has been cus- 
tomary punishment for crimes, 
but captured mercenaries could 
face tire death sentence if convic- 
ted on charges ste mming from 
the coup attempt, Gayoom told a 
news conference this week. 

Gayoom was unconcerned 
about the long-term effects of the 
coup. Asked if the trouble! could 
affect tourism, the islands* lar- 
gest industry after fishing, he 
said: “It could get better after the 
exposure we have received m the 
international press." 

About 120,000 tourists visit 
the beaches and remote islands of 
the Maldives each year. Most are 
from Western Europe and 
Japan. 

The government lists more 
than SO resort hotels, almost 
none on the main island of Male. 
Most resorts occupy an entire 
island. 

Tourism brings in about 90 
million rufiya ($10.5 million) a

New hope for death row prisoners in Turkey

ANKARA. ( Reuter): Each night 
220 inmates of Turkish jails, 
including at least one woman, 
fear the warder's tread will mean 
the time has come for their final 
walk to the gallows for execu- 
tion. 

But now it appears their lives 
may be spared by parliament as 
Turkey tries to improve its 
democratic image and win full 
membership of the European 
Economic Community. Turkey 
is the only Council of Europe 
member to retain the death pen- 

alty " Hanged 

“I am in favour of lifting the 
death penalty. It does not seem to 
work,” President Kenan Evren 
told Turkish reporters in 
October. 

Capital punishment has been 
part of the penal code since 1926, 
three yaers after the birth of the 
Turkish Republic from the ashes 
of the Ottoman Empire. 


The supreme penalty can be 
exacted for crimes against the 



state such as trying to overthrow 
the constitutional order by force, 
and murder. 

The last person to be hanged in 


Turkey was Hidir Aslan, a leftist 
who killed three policemen in 
1980. He was executed in 
OcLober 1984, official sources 
said. 

“The day when the death pen- 
alty will be abolished in Turkey 
wiU come but social and cultural 
levels in the country are not yet 
high enough to justify this,” 
Alpaslan Pehli vanli, chairman of 
Parliament's Judicial Commit- 
tee, told Reuters. 

“Also, crimes against the state 
must end before the death pen- 
alty can be scrapped,” he said. 

Pehlivanli is behind a bill 
which would automatically com- 
mute to life imprisonment death 
sentences not approved by 
parliament within a year ofbeing 
sent to the house. 

Each death sentence in T urkey 
needs parliamentary approval 
before the condemned man or 
woman can be hanged. The 
president can grant clemency but 
this is rare, usually only when the 
condemned person is very old or 
very ill. 

Pehlivanli is confident lhaL the 
bill will pass as Prime Minister 
Turgut's Ozal's Motherland 
Party has 291 of the 450 seals in 
parliament. 


The 220 death row inmates, 
including four Palestinians who 
stormed the Egyptian embassy in 
Ankara and killed two Turkish 
guards in 1979. have had their 
sentences confirmed by higher 
courts and are awaiting 
parliamentary action. 

“You cannot hang so many 
people en masse. It would be a 


very wrong political move, to say

the least,” Pehlivanli said. 

"Parliament's duty is ... to 
decide if there is any public ben- 
efit in executing sentence. Ifthere 
was public benefit be derived 
from these deaths, they should 
have been executed long ago.

“If we dear the present back- 
log of death sentences we shall be 
in a position to evaluate a new 
sentence from the viewpoint of 
public benefit.” Pehlivanli 
added.

Many politicians feel the 
public would wish to retain 
execution of common criminals 


sentenced for particularly 
violent murders and believe han- 


ging has a deterrent value. 

“If a referendum was held on 
the subject, I believe the majority 
of Turks would vole for the con- 
tinuation of capital punish- 
ment,” one leading Motherland 
official said. 

Citing the case of a man sen- 
tenced Lo hang for raping and 
murdering a 10-year-old village 
girl whose goat strayed into the 
killer’s garden, he asked: “Are we 
to forgive Him ?" 

Convicts 

Pehlivanli said he received 
many letters from the London- 
base human rights watchdog 
Amnesty International protest- 
ing at capital punishment in 
Turkey. 

But to this day I have not 
received one single petition to 
spare the life of a common 
criminal. All petitions were in the 
name of political criminals and, 
without exception, leftists. 

. fcfcve the West is more 
interested in people's politics 
than their lives,” he added. 

“My opinion is that political 
convicts are more to blame than 
Oitiinary criminals because their 
target is the state. The state 
should also have a means of self' 
defence,*’ he said.

Of Lenin and Timur the Lame

SAMARKAND, USSR: Two 
ragged stone pillars stand open 
uke jaws in the dry riverbed 
near the road. In the old days, 
camel caravans passed between 
them on their way to Samar- 
kand. These natural rock 
columns are called the Gates of 
Timur, because the 14th-cen- 
tury ruler, Timur the Lame, 
once extracted tariffs here. Our 
Intourist bus bumps past them, 
on a road roughly paralleling 
the ancient Silk Route. 

Soon we're rolling across the 
open steppe, where cotton and 
mulberry bushes seem to grow 
right to the edge ofdistant, tree- 
less mountains. Women in 
bright silk harem pants stand 
apart from men at bus stops. 

Here we are — some 2,000 
miles southeast of Moscow, in 
Soviet Central Asia. A Muslim 
city of 500,000 Samarkand lies 
about 200 miles from the 
Afghan border in the Soviet 
Republic of Uzbekistan. Since 
extended families live nine or 10 
to a room in low, shedlike buil- 
dings, tbe city is much smaller 
than its population would seem 
to require. 

Indeed, Samarkand does not. 
appear large enough to hold all 
the mediaeval Islamic mon- 
uments and ruins we have come 
to see. Along the narrow main 
street, outsize images of Lenin 
look down at us benignly, the 
familiar face modified to reflect 
Central Asian features. Below, 
street hawkers sell deep-fried 
meat pies.

Others in the I 
growing ‘informal economy' 
shine shoes or roast maize on 
the pavements. 

Struggle 

When the struggle for 
survival gets too lough, 
religious comfort is at hand. 
Walls and lamp-posts are plas- 
tered with gospel meeting 
advertisements. Street prea- 
chers draw lunch-time crowds, 
and church buildings can har- 
dly keep pace with demand. 

Religious messages appear in 
unlikely places. ‘Jesus saves.' 
proclaims a garishly painted 
message on a Matalu - the 
recklessly-driven, overloaded 
private minibus at the bottom 
end of the Nairobi commuter 
market. 

“It's madness." said an 
official of the National Council 
of Churches of Kenya when 
asked about some of the more 
spectacular displays of 
religious fervour. 

At Mathare Valley, dozens 
of cross-waving inhabitants of 
Nairobi's worst slum sing with 
gusto as they dance in proces- 
sion through its acres of sq ualid 
shucks. A canvas awning as big 
as a circus lent can ill shelter 
worshippers at one Sunday 
morning rally. 

Three miles (five km) away 
outside the intercontinental 
Hotel, safari tourists grab their 
cameras as 200 Legion of Mary 
devotees jog past barefoot, 
carrying shoes, rosaries and 
animal-hair fly whisks. 


Natasha, our urbane, Rus- 
sian Ln tourist guide, takes us 
first to the ruins of the Ulugh- 
bek Observatory. Ulughbek 
was the favourite grandson of 
Timur the Lame, who is known 
as Tamerlane in the West. 
Timur may have decreed 
Samarkand his grand capital 
but it was Ulughbek who gave 
up the life of wars and conquest 
to make it a centre of learning. 
One story has it that the poet 
Oznar Khayyam studied math- 
ematics here. 

Achieved 

At his observatory Ulugh- 
bek achieved a remarkable feat, 
estimating the length of a year 
to within 62 seconds of 
modern-day calculations. Built 
in 1428, the observatory itself 
was a wonder, 207 feet long. We 
look down on the long tunnel 
where the pendulum once 
swung in the musty coolness; 


Uzbek girls timidly approach, 
asking us in faulty Russian for 
gum and souvenirs. Inside, a 
fledgling contingent of the Red 
Army, in heavy wool olive- 
drab uniforms and black boots, 
listens to a Russian-speaking 
guide. 

Their eyes wander our way 
over Timur’s dark green 
nephrite tomb. We bear what 
they hear that the day after 
archaeologists opened Timur’s 
graves in June 1941, the Ger- 
mans invaded Russia, perhaps 
fulfilling the superstition that 
led ancient Egyptians to put 
curses against graverobbers on 
their hallowed tombs. 

Fortunately, modern war- 
fare has never made it as far as 
Central Asia, and so has never 
scorched Samarkand's largest 
and best-known mosques and 
mausoleums, which have 
survived countless wars, earth-

Natasha tells us that Ulughbek 
was beheaded by his son, who 
wanted to get on with the busi- 
ness of empire-building. 

Ulughbek was eventually 
buried next to his grandfather 
at Guri-Emir. a stately 
mausoleum known for its large 
and intricately tiled blue fluted 
dome, as striking a beacon 
against the white light of the 
Central Asian sun as a light- 
house is at sea. 

As we enter Guri-Erair's 
mosaic-covered portal, young

HONG KONG, (UPI): Any- 
one who entertains fantasies of 
living the life of an Oriental 
potentate now can make the 
dream come true by spending a 
night in one of the haunts of 
China’s last emperor — his 
prison-cell. 

The unusuaT opportunity is 
part of a hid by China to cashin 
on the stunning success of Ber- 
nardo Bertolucci's Oscar-win- 
ning film The Last Emperor. It's 
offering tours that retrace the 
life of Pu Yi, the country's last 
imperial ruler. 

“1 believe the film The Last 
Emperor was a great promo- 
tion for tourism in China," said . 
Lu Bing, deputy director of the 
Beijing tourist administration. 
“Now we will make il become 
real." 

The ‘Tour of The Last 
Emperor' starts in Beijing, Pu 
Yi*s birthplace, and proceeds 
through the northern Chinese 
cities of Tianjin, Fushun and 
Changchun, where he lived at 
various times of his turbulent 
life. He returned to the capital 
in 1960 to spend his remaining 
years as a gardener. 

The visits include Pu Yi's 
1920s Tianjin residence, his 
1 930s palace in Changchun and 
the Fushun war criminals 
prison — now housing ordin- 
ary convicts — where he was 
interned through the 1950s to 
undergo ‘re-education’. 

Tourists who wish to 
experience the ultimate 
imperial sensation can pay 
extra to spend the night in the 
cell where Pu Yi slept for nearly 
lOyears. 

With imperial-like secrecy. 
Chinese travel officials so far 
refuse to disclose how much the 
foreign dreamer will have to 
pay for the circuit, saying only 
it will cost more than other 
tours. 

In Beijing, the first stop is 
within the massive red walls of 
the 15th century forbidden city, 
the seat of imperial power until 
a popular revolution in 1911 
dethroned Pu Yi and ushered in 
a republic. 

Despite the revolution, Pu Yi 
continued his sumptuous life- 
style inside the courtyards that 
formed his palace home, atten- 
ded by thousands of eunuchs, 
until 1924 when he was driven 
out at age 18 by an ambitious 
warlord. 

For latter-day, would-be 
courtiers, the palace is opening 
the emperor's bedroom for the 
first time and displaying more 


than 200 of his personal posses- 
sions — photographs, samples 
of his caligraphy, his bicycle, 
movie-projector and cricket 
cages. 

Also on show is Pu Yi's 
queue, or pigtail, worn sym- 
bolically by upper crust Chin- 
ese before 1949. The teenage 
emperor slashed it off to 
emulate the appearance of his< 
British tutor. 

“The high consorts wept 
several times at the loss of my 
plait and my tutors went round 
with long faces for days,” Pu Yi 
recalled in his memoirs. 

Next is a trip to the former 
mansion and gardens of one of 
Pu Yi’s uncles, a Qing dynasty 
prince. For 100 yuan ($27), 
visitors can spend an evening 
sitting in a poolside pagoda lis- 
tening to traditional court 
music while sipping tea and nib- 
bling on imperial-style cakes. 

The garden, called Gong 
Wang Fu, which once bustled 
with princes, concubines and 
attendants, was recently res- 
tored. It suffered a series of 
incarnations after the 1949 
communist takeover — first as 
home to Soviet engineers, then 
as a police station and later as 
an air-conditioner factory. 

No one is more aware of the 
changes than Yu Huan, Pu Yi's 
nephew, who was bom and 
spent his childhood in the com- 
pound. Now on hand to con- 
duct tours of the tranquil gar- 
den, Yu recently was allowed 
access to a book room in his 
ancestral home. 

“I’m only a consultant,” he 
said wistfully. “I can’t live here 
any more, you understand." 

The traveller then pursues Pu 
Yi in exile to the nearby coastal 
city of Tianjin where he lived 
out the 1 920s as a self-professed 
bon vivant — dressed in Wes- 
tern suits, frequenting British 
dubs and squandering his for- 
tune on diamonds. 

In 1934, at the prompting of 
Japan, he re-ascended the 
throne as emperor of the Japan- 
ese puppet state of Mancbukuo 
in northeast China. After 
Japan's defeat, he was captured 
by the Soviet Army and retur- 
ned to China in 1950 to be jailed 
as a war criminal by Mao Tse- 
Tung’s communist govern- 
ment. 

An exhibit within the 
Fushun Prison walls, titled 
‘From emperor to citizen’ from 
the namesake title of his 
memoirs, shows Pu Yi’s prison 
uniform and daily utensils, the 
dining room, the greenhouse 
where he cultivated his green 
thumb and his cell. 
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pass through a small entrance. 
Bright webs of blue, green, and 
white cover the mausoleums in 
patterns of infinite diamonds 
and stars, their extended lines 
crossing and recrossing almost 
as if woven. Natasha tells us 
that archaeologists haven’ t 
found the formula for the 
unfading cobalt and aqua tiles, 
which gleam like porcelain in 
the sun. 

Registan Square opens wide 
as a fairground, bordered on 
three sides by madrasahs — 
Muslim religious schools — of 
a grand scale. Minarets, domes, 
and towering lancet arches dat- 
ing from the 15th to the 1 7th 
centuries face off, all decorated 
in Escfaer-like mazes of blue tile 
.and majolica. The Sherdor 
(Lion) Madrasah breaks with 
Islamic tradition: its outer por- 
tal bears mirror images of a lion 
chasing a deer; a rising sun rides 
in the arc of the lion's back, a 
stylized Asian face peering out 
from its centre. 

Advises 

In a shady corner many feet 
below, a girl with a glossy black 
braid that brushes the hem of 
her tunic is selling lapis lazuli 
earrings behind a makeshift 
stand. They cost 35 rubles, 
almost $60 at the official 
exchange rate; we settle for 
terra-cotta dragons for 2 rubles 
and 35 kopecks. 

Natasha wisely advises us to 
save ourmoney for the open-air 
market, which spreads itself 
out behind the mins of the Bibi 
Kh an ym mosque. Once it was a 
towering affair, among the lar-

gest mosques in the Muslim 
world. The 14th-century 
architects* imagination 
exceeded their engineering 
skill; the mosque fell in almost 
as soon as it was finished. 

Behind wooden counters in

raisins or logs of dense, sticky 
melon that has been dried ana 
braided, or open doth bags of 
spices that would bring a Mus- 
covite to his knees. 

I approach a young Uzbek 
who pretends not to under- 


stand my Russian. He takes 
long sips of tea from a blue- 
and-white china cop before he 
finally warms up to me, offer- 
ing me a sample of his white, 
creamy honey. I carried his lit- 
tle jar nearly 8,000 miles home. 
I still haven't finished my

Moore’s sculpture stands the test of time

LONDON: The extraordinary 
thing, really, about the sculp- 
ture of Henry Moore is its wide 
and apparently ever-increasing 
popularity. 

Consider what the venerable 
connoisseur of Italian Renais- 
sance art, Berhard Berenson, 
had to say in the 1940s about 
this universally heralded Eng- 
lish sculptor “The two most 
destructive personalities in 
European art today are Picasso 
and Moore, Picasso should be 
so, for I’ve never received a 
visitor who showed such 
knowledge and perception 
abouL my sculpture, not a piece 
of which he'd ever seen before. 
Bui l think- his work mons- 
trous, as bad as Picasso's, and it 
only needs a considerable artist 
to appear to blow Picasso and 
Moore sky-high." It seems that 
such a "considerable artist" has 
yet to appear. 

Moore's workdraws crowds, 
as is evident from the display of 
his work at the Royal Academy 
here through Dec 11. The 
exhibition was originally 
arranged with his approval as a 
90th-birthday tribute. Instead 
it offers an extensive and well- 
researched memorial. 

Like Picasso, there is some- 
thing about Moore's art that 
strikes people as the epitome of 
what they imagine modem art 
to be. At the same time, it has an 
accessibility that makes people 
feel it might not be such an 
enigma after all. And yet 
Moore's sculpture does have 
deep springs of the enigmatic. 

The man himself impressed 
people as simple and airect, a 
matter-of-fact Yorkshireman, 
practical and sensible. But his 
art can't be assessed in ihese 
terms. On certain levels mucb 
of his work does seem fairly 
accessible. Hie form ofhis large 
public monuments exercises a 
humanising influence on the 
modern architecture around 
them. And the persistent obses- 
sions of his art — reclining 
women, mothers and children. 
mas ks and helmets, the timeless 
undulations of rock and hill — 
offer modern variations on 
acceptably ancient themes. But 
the sculpture is not really at all 
tike the man seemed to be.

Moore always wrote and 
spoke about tus work' with 
measured reasonableness. Yet 
there is a discomfort even a 
pent-up violence, never far 
from the surface. That is proba- 
bly what Berenson found so 
distasteful. Moore wasn't often 
verbally explicit about the 
darker side of his an. But he 
came close to the tenor of his 
work when he wrote (as quoted 
in one of the wall texts peppered 
around the galleries): "All that 
is bursting with energy is distur- 
bing — not perfect. It is the 
quality of life. The other is the 
quality of the ideal. It could 
never satisfy me." 

The exhibition here, cover- 
ing his enure career, amply 
shows that the undercurrents of 
Moore's vision were manifold. 
His works convey a stirring, 
brute admiration for physical 
strength and deep-rooted ins- 
tinct, as well as a disturbed 
sense of an ambiguity in human 
nature that vacillates between 
protective affection and 
aggression. Frequently they 


illustrate a profound struggle 
to balance the energy or force of 
life with the disintegration or 
inertia of death. And in art his- 
torical terms, his work demon- 
strates a very 20th-century 
preference for primitive forms 
and means of expression over 
the same, academic tradition of 
sculpture harking faintly back 
to the Renaissance. 

This primitiveness is pointed 
up by a striking contrast in the 
first gallery: on the one hand a 
prettily incisive copy (done in 
Moore's student days) after a 
Re naissan ce Madonna, and on 
the other a group of primitive 
half figures of thick-necked, 
broad-shouldered girls. 

The exhibition is well staged, 
given the limitation of its bang 
indoors. You can always move 
right around the sculptures, 
which is essential with Moore. 
The Academy was self-cons- 
cious about this being an 
indoor show, since Moore's 
late sculpture in particular was 
so deliberately sr^'-d to the 
open air and its spau^. and light.

The slightly comical, certainly 
theatrical "solution" in a few of 
the rooms has been to paint the 
walls with a backdrop of scud- 
ding clouds and cerulean sky . 

Moore is durable. He with- 
stood — or rather the best ofhis 
sculpture withstood — both 
early unpopularity and late 
overpopularity. It looks as 
though it will also take in its 
stride the inevitable attempts to 
debunk or at least diminish his 
extraordinary reputation. 

His sculpture, produced 
through such a lengthy creative 
career, only occasionally 
allows itself moments of an 
almost completely light-hear- 
ted celebration of life — as in 
the little "Rocking Chair" 
bronzes of 1950 — or in simple 
tenderness; as in the Madonna 
and Child. But its conflicts are 
fruitful ones. It is never bom of 
a deathly despair, even when 
his figures are at their most 
skeletal and spare.

All the world’s famous 
paintings under one roof

FLORENCE, Italy, (Reuter): 
Imagine one museum where 
you could see all the world's 
most famous paintings without 
having to tour the globe. 

In the city of Florence, a liv- 
ing renaissance work of art in 
its own right, art historian Luo- 
cio Passetto has made that 
dream come true. 

His ‘Museum of Museums’ 
contains 100 paintings ranging 
from Leonardo da Vinci's 
’Mona Lisa' to Salvador Dali's 
‘Christ.’ 

But all except two are copies. 

The concept is bizarre and 
the effect is both overwhelming 
and disturbing. 

"It should make you want to 
take a plane and go and see all 
tbe originals," Passetto said. 

“It's my imaginary museum 
made real, but it's not intended 
to be a substitute,” he said. 

The exhibition took three 
and a half years to put together 
with all the copies commis- 
sioned from contemporary 
Italian artists. 

Canvases for the older works 
— Rembrandts, Caravaggios 
and Titians — were specially 
treated to reproduce the cracks 


and scare of age and humidity. 

The frames, all exact re- 
plicas, were carved and cut with 
the same care. The pictures, all 
exactly the same size as the gen- 
uine items, bear the signatures 
of the original artist and a label 
beside each gives its name and 
the owning museum — be it the 
Louvre, the J. Paul Getty, or 
the Uffizi around the corner. 

Passetto hotly rejected the 
label that the paintings were 
Take’ along with any sugges- 
tion of deception or trickery. 

"This fans nothing to do with 
fakes. We are fighting against 
fakes. These are all works of art 
in their own right None of 
them are for sale,” Passetto 
said. 

"Two of tbe paintings are in 
fact authentic but I'm not going 
to reveal which until the end- 
It’s very amusing watching 
people arguing over which they 
are," he said. 

Many of the hundreds of 
visitors have asked to buy the 
paintings, most tour the exhibi- 
tion in hushed whispers, some 
doubt that the pictures are in 
fact copies and all invariably 
ask what is thepoinL

SAN FRANCISCO. (Reuter): 
For the down and out in San 
Francisco, paint brushes and 
sculpting tools have become 
welcome friends. 

Every day, the city's under- 
class can get free brushes, paint, 
sculptors’ tools, and a chance at 
self-discovery at Hospitality 
House, a shelter that doubles as 
an art centre. 

Just off citystreets marred by 
tawdry sex and illegal drugs, 
they can pass the hours express- 
ing their views, maybe winning 
a little recognition.

“The most obvious way we 
help is the free studio space, and 
art supplies provided for the 
homeless and unemployed," 
said programme director 
Sharon Tanebaum. “Beyond 
that, art gives the homeless a 
feeling of accomplishment.”

trumps were 3-3, the defender who 
took the king would be able to exit 
with a trump, and South would have 
to concede a diamond trick for 
down one. 

The loss of that trick could be 
avoided only by negotiating a sec- 
ond endplay, and for that to work 
one of the defenders— specifically 
East on this deal— would have to 
have started with a doubleton king 
of trumps. So declarer cashed the 
ace and exited with a low trump. 

In with his trump trick, East ex- 
perienced great agony — he was 
faced with a number of losing op- 
tions. A black-suit return would be 
the transportation to all the winners 
in dummy.

The International. CotmcU of Scientific Unions recently 
met in Stockholm to plan a huge collaborative research 
effort to understand the planet earth better.

WHEN scientists from 40 
countries met in Stockholm 
recently to plan a huge 
collaborative research effort to 
understand the planet better, 
Goku Menon of India toyed 
with the English words, the 
world and the Earth. 

Menon is president of the 
International Council ofStien- 
tific Unions (ICSU) which is 
master-minding the Global 
Change Programme. 

He remarked that the world 
— the sum of human activity — 
is now enveloping the whole 
Earth system, meaning the 
natural planet that human 
beings inhabit. 

In principle the Global 
Change Programme will co- 
ordinate research worth several 
billion dollars, over the next 10- 
20 years. 

While some of this will be 
new money, much of it will 
represent co-ordination of 
what governmental agencies 
would have spent anyway, on 
problems of the environment. 

This includes new generation 
of remote-sensing satellites 
which the world's space agen- 
cies are already preparing. 

NASA in particular has been 
pushing for some yeans the con- 
cept of a “mission to the planet 
Earth”. 


Satellites can already 
observe global change in real 
time. Worldwide maps of ocean 
currents that formerly took 
several human lifetimes of 
seagoing to produce can be gen- 
era ted from satellite data, 
season by season. 

Features never comprehen- 
sively mapped before but now 
plain from the satellites include 
the colour of the sea and the 
land, with the presence of green 
chlorophyll betokening bio- 
logical productivity. 

Meteorologists worked a 
revolution in their science by 
combining observations from 
satellites with computermodels 
o f the atmosphere. In principle 


this method might be extended 
into the ecology of living sys- 
tems, including human 
ecology, to turn these into 
exact, predict] ve sciences. 

In formal terms the Stock- 
holm meeting was the Gist ses- 
sion of the scientific advisory 
council for the International 
Geosphere. Biosphere 
Programme. 

Since ICSU decided two 
years ago to tackle global 
change in a major multi-disci- 
plinary effort, international 
panels of scientists have been 
busy shaping a programme. 

The "greenhouse" gases 
attract a lot of attention, 
because the loudest alarm bells 
that provoked the programme 
came from computer models of 
the climate, predicting that 
excess carbon dioxide and 
other gases may raise the Ear- 
th's mean temperature by 
several degrees Celsius. 

The living sea absorbs much 
of the carbon dioxide liberated 
by human activity, but how it 
does so is sdll something of a 
mystery. Marine organisms 
also put dimethyl sulphide into 
the atmosphere, wnich can 
affect the weather by creating 
seeds for cloud formation. 

Study 

ICSlTs oceanographers 
have already concaved a study 
of these matters, but a global 
change panel wants to add new 
projects on coastal waters. 

Here pollution affects 
ecosystems severely, and 
nitrates coming down the rivers 
can change into nitrous oxide, 
another greenhouse gas. On 
land, methane and nitrogen 
oxides enter the atmosphere 
from natural ecosystems and 
from farms. 

Evaporation, rainfall and 
rivers (the water cycle) have 
been studied since time 
immemorial. The new 
programme reinforces a push 
from the remote-sensing 
experts, who want to relate 
what they see in satellite images 
and data to what is happening 
at ground level. ...... . . 

Only with the help of special 


investigations can they expect 
to decode the satellite data well 
enough to feed reliable results 
into computer models. 

How do landscapes and soils 
respond to changes in weather 
patterns? If plants are affected, 
what does that do to the 
balance between different 
species of plants? And if the 
vegetation pattern changes, 
what happens to the a nim a ls , 
and to pests and diseases? Can 
anfmals be used as early-warn- 
ing indicators of climatic 
chang e, when they shift their 
ranges in response to subtle 
variations in weather patterns? 
The scientists who are develop- 
ing a research programme on 
these lines plan to exploit the 
record of past climates and 
ecosystems preserved in tree- 
rings, and in fossil leaves and 
pollen. 

Reagan and Gorbachev at 
their last summit meeting 
resolved to co-operate m "the 
increasingly important area of 
global climate and environ- 
mental change”. The Swedish 
government's declared inten- 
tion to tax emissions of carbon 
dioxide gas epitomises the 
growing concern among the 
world's politicians about the 
predictions of global warming, 
and it is not a coincidence that 
the Swedes have also hosted the 
secretariat of the Global 
Change Programme. 

Experiments 

And even if question marks 
remain about the wanning, the 
rest of the catalogue of environ- 
mental issues deforestation, 
arid rain, soil erosion, the 
growth of deserts, the ozone 
hole will ensure political sup- 
port for the programme. 

But will human brainpower 
measure up to a task that calls 
for immense attention to detail 
combined with a great intellec- 
tual leap? What the experts in 
remote-sensing satellites call 
“ground truth” illustrates one 
of the difficulties. Everyone has 
seen the gaudily coloured 
images and synoptic maps 
compiled from satellite data— ■

but what exactly does an 
orange spot in the middle of 
Turkey or Nigeria really mean? 
You can find out reliably only 
by going there, at the right, 
season. 

Elaborate experiments in 
ground truth have taken place 
m Kansas, France and the 
Soviet Union, and others are 
planned. Help from developing 
countries wifi be essential for 
interpreting satellite data, 
because they own most of the 
Earth's land surface. Perhaps 
the most practical thin g that 
happened in Stockholm was 
that scientists from developing 
countries snapped up a cut- 
price offer of synoptic maps of 
global -chlorophyll, distribu- 
tion. 


Problems that go much 
deeper than the assimilation of 
data are typified by an ordinary 
tree. Its growth depends on the 
weather, but it is not a passive 
victim. The tree alters the 
colour of the Earth's surface, 
which modifies the input of 
heat from the sun. It also puts a 
brake on the wind, pumps 
water from the soil into the air, 
and sucks out carbon dioxide. 
The tree binds the soils 
moderates rivers, and makes a 
home for other species. It is 
liable to die in a freak drought 
or storm. 

To make progress, scientists 
will have to write down precise 
formulas and numbers, about 
. trees and other living things, , 
■ tljat will capture their two-way 


interactions with the ecosys- 
tem. They will then have to 
fashion from these the coarser 
“parameterised" versions that 
can fit like cogwheels into the 
computerised climatic-cum-ec- 
ologjcal models. These models 
will have to improve. At 
present the atmospheric 
models divide the world into 
grid squares about 200 
kilometres wide, so that they 
make crude averages out of 
territory as different as the Lin- 
colnshire Fen and the York- 
shire Moors. 

Other kinds of models 
hydrological, agricultural, 
economic and so on must be 
mated at some stage with 
dim$Uf .models. Already,. at a 
little distance from tfie geos- 


phere-biosphere projects, a 
programme on Human Dimen- 
sions of Global Change is bring 
put together by the Inter- 
national Social Science Council 
and the United Nations 
University. 

This is not the first time that 
human beings have set out, in a 
rather grandiose way, to com- 
prehend the physical, 
biological and human features 
of the planet. It began with 
ancient map makers and the 
Greeks called it geography. 
Even now, the agenda for the 
Global Change Programme 
reads remarkably like an A- 
level geography syllabus. This 
was always the subject that put. 
the world and ^the. Earth 
together, and was interested in 


“ground truth" before the term 
was invented. 

For the moment, the geogra- 
phers have to defer to the physi- 
cists, like many other disci- 
plines before them. Geography 
had already lost its way, as the 
great integrating science, when 
it divided the world into regions 
and split itself into sub-disci- 
plines. 

But the Global Change 
Programme, with its Human 
Dimensions sub-programme, 
is tantamount to a reinvention 
of geography. 

It has a wonderful new tech- 
nical and intellectual realm to 
inhabit, so whether the people 
doing it call themselves geogra- 
phers or modellers, we are enti- 
tled to expect results.

WATCH out. "quack” doctors 
of the Wild West are back in 
town. A queue of energy supply 
salesman is lining up to offer 
the world “miracle" cures for 
global warming. Hydrogen, 
Fusion, windparks, methanol 
and, predominantly, nuclear 
power are currently on offer. 

Supporters of the nuclear 
cure include the British Prime 
Minister, Mrs Thatcher. Their 
arguments are not only 
illusory, however they are dan- 
gerous, because they distract us 
from the real solutions. 

After three decades as the 
energy source most favoured 
by governments, nuclear power 
provides only three per cent of 
global energy. 

Nuclear electricity at best 
can displace only 1 2- 14 per cent 
of the global wanning effect — 
that proportion derived as car- 
bon dioxide from oil and coal 
power stations. 

It cannot realistically dis- 
place emissions from transport 
sources, nor can it do anything 
about, the non-C0 2 greenhouse 
gases, which currently 
represent half of the problem. 

For nuclear to replace half 
the world’s current fossil 
energy needs, nations would 
have to build 16 new large reac- 
tors per week between I 995 and 
2020. This is almost 50 times the 
rate achieved during the decade 
of peak nuclear construction 
preceding 198S. 

The associated cost con- 
troversy, risk of failure and

economic disruption are 
beyond imagining, particularly 
in the developing world where 
nuclear power has generally 
been an expensive failure. 

To accomplish the same goal 
(to halve current C0 2 emis- 
sions) with improved energy 
efficiency would require 4.6 per 
cent annual increases in the 
world’s gross national product/ 
energy ratio. This is about 60 
cent faster than the rate the 
nited States was achieving 




Energy conservation is 
already saving 1,400 million 
tonnes of coal a year in Inter- 
national Energy Agency coun- 
tries and is about seven times 
more cost-effective than 
nuclear power in displacing 
C0 3 emissons. 

Although Friends of the 
Earth favour renewable energy 
sources which do not yield CO, 
no future energy supply option 
can have more than a marginal 
impact on global warming

This is a big “if." As one 
conference observer asked: 
“Why replace a migraine with a 
gastric ulcer?" 

Global wanning has been 
described as “an experiment 
whose ultimate consequences 
could be second only to global 

nuclear war." 

If we are to survive this 
experiment, major national 
and international policy 
initiatives are required. 

These include the complete 
hasc-out of chJorofluorocar- 
ns, massive energy conserva- 
tion programmes, transport 
policies redirected away from 
domination by cars, and a 
reversal of current deforesta- 
tion rates. 

Those who cynically hijack 
our fears of global warming as a 
means of recharging the fading 
star of nuclear power will only 
succeed in diverting attention 
from these real solutions.

FAMILY DOCTOR

STRESS COULD CONTRIBUTE 
TO FLARE-UPS OF ILLNESS 


QUESTION: I suffer with ileitis, and I’m 
becoming a nervous wreck. I don't know 
whereto turn foranswers. Is anxiety causing 
my disease? Do you think tranquilizers or 
even a psychiatrist could help? Please ans- 
wer these questions for me. 

ANSWER: The exact cause of ileitis 
(inflammation of part of the small intestine) 
is still not dear, although the possibility of a 
viral infection, or changes m the body's 
immune system are being considered. 

There is no evidence that emotional fac- 
tors cause the disease, although they most 
certainly may result from the difficulties and 
worries that this ailment provokes. In addi- 
tion. it's probable that stressful situations in 
your life may cause a flare-up of your condi- 
tion. but this must be distinguished l rom its 
underlying cause. 

Tranquilizers can be helpful at such 
moments since they help you contend with 
the stress and minimize the reactions, both 
mental and physical. But the medicines are 


not required for ail patients and should be 
taken only with your physician’s knowledge 
and counsel. 

Emotional support is very important to 
anyone ill with a severe disease, particularly 
one as distressful as ileitis, but such help 
does not necessarily require professional 
psychotherapy or psychiatric hap. 

Your own family doctor, who has 
experience in the care and treatment of your 
illness, can offer you a great deal of support 
and help during trying times. However, if 
your emotional upset is severe, a psychiatr- 
ist can be most helpful, particularly if he or 
she has experience in dealing with patients 
suffering from ileitis. 

AL ROSS MY DESK: With the first hint 
of cold weather, now is the time to conduct a 
health inventory of yourself and your 
family. The nation's family doctors want 
you to take a closer look at your health, and 
a month-long campaign this fall is stressing 
the importance of forming a “partnership 


for health" with a family physician. 

October has been designated “Family 
Health Month" by the 60,000-member 
American Academy of Family Physicians 
(AAFP), the national association of family 
doctors. 

Family doctors are encouraging people to 
lake a dose look at their families' eating 
habits, physical fitness, mental health, 
tobacco and alcohol use and possible 
hazards in the home. 

Because family doctors are trained to help 
patients and their families, they can provide 
total health care on a continuing basis and 
offer counsel and advice, on proper nutri- 
tion. good exercise habits and dealing with 
stress, as well as 85 per cent to 90 per cent of 
all biomedical health problems. They also 
serve as health advocates for the patient, 
referring to appropriate specialists the 10 
per cent of cases that require additional 
knowledge and skills.

He would noi particularly 
mind any of Bavaria's approx- 
imately 1,000 trained yoaelers 
holla-ing away form a mo un- 
tain top. 

These days, such accompli- 
shed yodelers tend to let rip 
mostly at folklore evenings for 
tourists in local inns or village 
fetes. 

Cowherd who once would 


voice melodious evening greet- 
ings to tbeiq lady-loves across 
the valley now use the phone. 

As a result, the mountains 
echo with the sound of a’ty folk 
trying it out, usually with pain- 
ful results. 

“ Not everyone can do it,” the 
spokesman says. “It is like 
picking up a trumpet and trying 
to play. It has to be learned.” 

ft seems Dick, who issued his 
advice in a list of 1 3 warnings to 
mountain hikers (including : 
don't drop litter or stray from 
tire marked paths), was think- 
ing of h umans as much as the 
rare fauna.

Move will open new outlet for investors 


Kuwait Stock Exchange to list foreign firms 
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KUWAIT. Nov 13. (Reuter): 
The Kuwait Stock Exchange, the 
busiest in the Arab world, will 
soon list foreign firms as part of 
plans to revitalise trading and 
capitalise on an expected econ- 
omic recover) in the Gulf follow- 
ing the Iran-Iraq ceasefire. 

General manager Hisham Al- 
Oteibi told Reuters today two 
international companies had 
applied for a listing and had met 
all requirements. 

He declined to identify them, 
but financial sources said both 
were Kuwaiti-owned financial 
institutions registered abroad 
and one was the London-based 
United Bank of Kuwait Ltd 
(UBK). 

"The only problem is the clear- 
ing system. Since no foreign

He indicated that the com- 
pany’s capital was cut to KDI2 
million and then was upped to 
KD54 million lo achieve this 
goal. 

Operation 

On other related issues. 
Qubandi said that the real estate 
construction department was 
transferred to one of the affiliate 
companies, namely the Kuwait 
National Company for Real 
Estate Management, which had 
its name changed to the Kuwait 
National Company for Real 
Estate Services. 

He added that this company 
has commenced operation last 
Oct I by selecting its board, not- 
ing that ihe previous steps 
increased cash assets in the bud- 
get quite remarkably. 

Qabandi said that the corn- 
pun} will stay with its present 
policy toward less spending and a 
small staff when possible, with 
focus on elevating production 
efficiency among workers.

Exchange 

UBK is jointly owned by 13 
Kuwaiti finance institutions 
including the state's six commer- 
cial banks. Registration on the 
exchange is now limited to firms 
registered in Kuwait and other 
Gulf stares. 

I n vestor confidence has slowly 
returned since the 1982 Souk Ai 
Manakh crash, when wild 
speculation at the peak of the oil 
boom triggered a collapse which 
plunged Kuwait into recession. 

But recent returns have been 
modest. The AI Shall index for 
Kuwaiti shares ended last week 
at 42.08. less than one per cent 


higher than in January. 

Prices and trading volume 
shot up in July when Iran said it 
would accept a ceasefire in its 
eight-year war with Iraq, but 
hopes of a regional boom fuelled 
by post-war reconstruction have 
since dimmed. 

“I think this (listing of foreign 
firms! will open a new outlet for 
investors. Instead of going out- 
side they can invest internation- 
ally on their own exchange,” 
Oleibi said. 

The exchange, which lists 52 
Kuwaiti andGulf firms, will now 
accept any company which meets 
existing financial conditions and 
is quoted on a major world 
exchange, he said. 

Oteibi described the current 
market slump as a normal lull 


before the announcement of 
year-end financial results and 
said long-term prospects were 
bright. 

Recovery 

“The economy is really start- 
ing to pick up in ail sectors. But it 
takes time. At least there is a 
ceasefire. The ceasefire gives 
hope to people for an economic 
recovery," he said. 

In other steps to boost trading, 
Oteibi said the exchange would 
begin listing shares m local 
mutual funds during the first 
quarter of 1989. 

Tenders would be issued soon 
for a system to computerise trad- 
ing, he said. This would spur 
trade on the exchange, which 
now operates a traditional floor 
in a S60-million marble tower 


near the Gulf sea front, by 
automatically matching buy and 
sell offers. 

The exchange also planned to 
open up trading to all citizens of 
the Gulf Co-operation Council, 


which groups Bahrain, Kuwait, 
Oman, Qatar, Saudi Arabia and 
the United Arab Emirates. 

The cabinet was expected to 
pass regulations governing such 
trade by the end of the year, 
Oteibi said. 

Oleibi said the government 

was still studying plans to sell 
shares which government agen- 
cies bought in Kuwaiti compan- 
ies in rescue operations after the 
1982 crash, “we’re studying if 
the market can absorb new share 
offerings,” he said. 

Government agencies led by 


the Kuwait Investment Auth- 
ority now hold a huge chunk of 
shares. 

Oteibi said the 'government 
was also drawing up proposed 
regulations to establish market 
makers — investment groups 
that would stimulate and stabil- 
ise trading. 

Conditions 

He said the exchange planned 
to shut its so-called "parallel 
market,” a legacy of the Souk AI 
Manakh, by Jan 1. This market 
has been gradually phased out as 
restructuring enabled listed firms 
to comply with financial condi- 
tions on the official exchange. 

It had originally been due to 
close last June, but its seven 
remaining firms were given more 
time to finish restructuring. 


Europeans close ranks to secure a future in high-technology 


BRUSSELS, Nov 13, (Reuter): 
Across Europe, once bitter rivals 
are joining forces in high-tech- 
nology research to do battle with 
the L>nited Stales and Japan after 
1992. 

Joint research lo develop 
products of the future is a crucial 
plank of the European Economic 
Community's drive to weld 12 
fragmented markets into a single 
unit after 1992. providing a plat- 
form for European firms to com- 
pete worldwide. 

"The fact that major com- 
petitors get together and decide 
not only to do joint research but 
move to joint production is a 
tremendous revolution,” says 
Jean Siolis. a senior European 
Economic Community official. 
Competitors 

“These people were cut-throat 
competitors for decades but they 
have realised what the Japanese 
realised a long time ago: they 
have to work together to 
survive,” Siolis told Reuters in a 


recent interview. 

The latest child of such co- 
operation is JESSI. a 54 billion 
research and development 
programme to counter Japanese 
dominance in semiconductors 
involving Siemens AG of West 
Germany, NV Philips Gloeilam- 
penfabrieken of the Netherlands 
and the Franco-Italian group 
SGS-Thomson. 

Markets 

EEC officials say the Com- 
munity’s Executive Commission 
is poised to propose paying for 
up to a quarter of 'fie bill for 
JESSI (joim European silicon 
structure industry initiative), an 
eight-year project due to start 
next year. 

European industry has long 
suffered from the cultivation of 
’national champions’, dominat- 
ing their home markets through 
national favouritism but lacking 
economies of scale necessary to 
compete on world markets. 

Even industries with a tech- 


nological edge, such as telecom- 
munications, have been ham- 
pered by a duplication of 
research efforts and the confines 
of small national markets. 

But all this is changing as the 
EECs drive to create a market 
with common technical stan- 
dards and free of internal trade 
barriers gathers pace. 

As EEC governments move to 
break national monopolies over 
telecommunications for ins- 
tance, researchers are working to 
establish not just new technology 
but common norms so that the 
same equipment can be used, for 
example, in France and Britain. 

Efforts 

One danger of such efforts is 
that outsiders may be better 
placed to exploit the ready-made 
marketplace unless European 
players can also supply products 
people want at competitive 
prices, analysts say.

New OPEC accord must be 
flexible, says Serrano 


MEXICO CITY. Nov 13.(UP1): 
Ecuador's Energy Minister, 
Diego Tamariz Serrano, yester- 
day called on OPEC member 
countries to reach an immediate 
agreement on a new production 
quota system, but said any such 
accord must be ‘flexible.’ 

Serrano, who was in Mexico 
City for a meeting of energy mini- 
sters of member nations of the 
Latin American energy organ- 
isation, or OLADE, told United 
Press International that "only an 
agreement on production quotas 
could bring stability to inter- 
national oil markets.” 

"But such an agreement must 
be flexible because we don’t 
know what might happen in the 
near future.” Serrano said. “It is 
possible that demand for oil 
declines during the first quarter 
of the next year.” 

Ties 

The official said his country 
and fellow OPEC member Vene- 
zuela are working with other 
members of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
to hammer out a reasonable 
production accord at the organ- 
isation's upcoming Vienna meet- 
ing. 


Ecuador and Venezuela are 
the only two Latin American 
OPEC members. They maintain 
close ties on energy matters in 
bilateral relations as well as 
within the 13-nation oil organ- 
isation and OLADE. 

OPEC oil ministers that make 
up the organisation's pricing and 
strategy committees are 
scheduled to meet in Vienna on 
Nov 17 to design strategies to 
bolster oil prices by cutting 
production. OPEC’s winter 
plenary session is slated for Nov 
21 . 

Accord 

“I am quite optimistic that 
OPEC will reach a reasonable 
agreement on production,” 
Serrano said. 

But another top official of an 
OPEC member nation, who 
asked not to be identified, said, 
“reaching an agreement on 
production quota will be dif- 

"OPEC members have many 
differences and they have had 
them for many years.” the 
official said. “It is not easy to 
bring them together.” 


- He said failure to reach a 
production accord at the Vienna 
meeting would further depress 
oil prices. 

"The victims and sufferers 
(from overproduction and low 
prices) are and will be Indonesia, 
Nigeria, Venezuela and 
Ecuador, which have relatively 
large populations and are heavily 
dependent on oil (but) whose 
production costs are higher as 
compared to the Gulf region,” he 
said. 

He said OPEC should aban- 
don -its 518-a-barrel target price 
and instead should set a reasona- 
ble goal of 51 5 a barrel. 

“A 51 5-a-barrel prioe could be 
achieved if OPEC output is 
reduced from current 22 million 
barrels a day to about 19 million 
barrels a day,” he said. 

Venezuelan Energy Minister 
Julio Cesar Gil, also in Mexico 
City for the OLADE meeting, 
said on Thursday that while 
OPEC still hopes to see prices at 
5 18 a barrel, some member coun- 
tries already have acknowledged 
that S 1 4 to 5 1 6 a barrel is a more 
reasonable target. OPEC oil is 
now trading for 5 10-51 1 a barrel.

The dollar's steep decline, 
which led to some central bank 
dollar buying to cushion its fall, 
was not the anticipated response 
to Bush’s victory on Tuesday as 
the Republican candidate had 
clearly been the business world's 
choice. 

Pressure built because of nag- 
ging worries about the huge U$ 
budget and trade deficits. 
Speculation also persisted that 
Bush would tolerate a lower 
dollar to improve America's 
trade performance despite US 
officials* remarks to the con- 
trary.

WASHINGTON, Nov 13, 
(KUNA): The US Commerce 
Department believes that the 
economy of the United Arab 
Emirates is well on its way to a 
recovery and has entered a new 
phase of economic growth. 

In a study on the UAE econ- 
omy conducted by the Commere 
Department for 1987 — the last 
year for which statistics are 
available, the study, acquired by 
KUNA, shows that gross domes- 
tic product (GDP) has grown by 
about 9 per uer.t from 522 to 24 
billion in 1987. 

The survey shows that 
improvement of crude oil prices, 
which resulted in increased 
government revenues and better 
economic performance in the 
sectors of manufacturing, con- 
struction, banking, and trade. 


was the main factor behind this 
increase in the UAE's GDP. 

The study notes that although 
oQ revenues have sagged along 
with prices in 1 988. they are still 
above the 1986 levels. 

Positive 

The balance of payments 
remained positive in 1987 in the 
UAE and substantially 
unproved over 1986, the survey 
shows. The trade balance and 
current account balance picked 
up as a result of the improvement 
in the value of oil exports and a 
37.5 per cent increase in non- 
petroleum exports and re- 
exports. 

In 1987, the Commerce 
Department survey shows, the 
value of oil exports in the United 
ArabEmiratesincr eased to 57.90 
billion from 6.86 billion in 1986. 


Despite the renewed drop in 
oil prices in late 1987 and early 
1 988, and low petroleum produc- 
tion rales in the first quarter of 
1988, higher rates of crude 
production since March indicate 
that the UAE's 1988 GPD will 
surpass I98Ts 524 billion. 

Inflation rates in 1987 were 
estimated at 5 to 6 per cent by the 
UAE Central Bank. They are 
expected to continue about the 
same rate in 1988. 

Increased 

Although precise figures 
regarding the UAE's foreign 
investments are lacking, the 
Commerce Department study 
says, estimates of certain inter- 
national institutions are that 
these investments are not less 
than 550 billion. 

Although the oil boom is a 


thing of the post, the UAE's 
balance of payments remained 
positivein 1987 and substantially 
increased over 1986. 

The trade balance and current 
account balance picked up as a 
result of the improvement in the 
value of oil exports which in 1 987 
increased to $7.90 billion com- 
pared to 6.86 billion in 1986.

Soviets sign 
deal to build 
chemical plant 
with Japanese-led 
group 

MOSCOW, Nov 12, (AP): The 
Soviet Union on Friday signed a 
deal with a consortium led by 
Japan's Mitsubishi Corp. to 
build a giant 5-billion rouble 
(58.3 billion) chemical complex 
in Western Siberia, theTass news 
agency said. 

It was believed to be the largest 
joint venture the Soviets have 
entered into with a foreign firm 
since liberalised regulations were 
implemented last year to make 
such undertakings possible. 

Located in the area of the Niz- 
hnevartovsk oilfields, 2,400 
kilometres (1,500 miles) east of 
Moscow, the joint venture will 
include 1 5 highly automated fac- 
tories capable of producing up to 
one million tons of chemical 
products, including structural 
materials and polymers, per 
year,-TasssaidL . __ 

Products *• 

The products will be used in 
the space, aircraft-building, 
automobile, electrical engineer- 
ing and other industries, Tass 
said. 

The complex is to be com- 
pleted by the year 2000. 

The agreement of intent was 
signed in Moscow by Soviet 
Chemical Industry Minister Yuri 
Bespalov and Takeshi Egyshi. 
managing director of the Mit- 
subishi Corp-. Tass said. 

The Japanese-led consortium 
beat out other firms for the 
project because the Soviet 
Chemical Industry Ministry 
found its proposals better than 
those contained in the bids of 
other firms, Tass said. Without 
providing details. 

The Soviets and their foreign 
partners are to conduct a 
feasibility study by next March 
for building the Nizhnevartovsk 
complex. Tass said. 


Survival of coffee pact at stake 


LONDON. Nov 13, (Reuter): 
Survival of the international cof- 
fee agreement, one of the few 
commodity price-support pacts 
that still works, will be at stake 
when consumers and producers 
start talks in London tomorrow. 

Delegates say the 50 producer 
and 24 consuming member 
nations of the International Cof- 
fee Organisation (ICO) must 
resolve major di (Terences if the 
agreement is to be renewed 
beyond an expiry date next Sep- 
tember. 

The United Stales and many 
European consumers want 
radical changes but producers 
prefer minor reforms to the 


current pact, in force since 1983. 

West German delegate Hugo 
Roerig said: "We are ready to 
work to see if we have common 
ground. If there is no common 
ground then we have a somewhat 
dangerous situation.” 

Failure to renew the 
agreement could send prices into 
free fall because of massive over- 
supply and stagnant demand. 
This would be disastrous for 
several debt-laden producers 
including Brazil, the biggest 
Third World debtor. 

"Timing is becoming vital 
from now on if consumers are 
serious about wanting to rewrite 
the agreement. They've got a lot 


of negotiating to do,” said Neil 
Rosser with commodity 
analaysts Landed Mills. 

Commodity pacts have faced 
tough times recently, with a 
cocoa agreement paralysed by 
lack of cash and the Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries in disarray over production 
quotas and prices. 

Consumer delegates said it 
was uncertain what impact the 
new Bush administration would 
have on US policy towards com- 
modities and price stabilising 
agreements. 

The United States has just 
ratified a new international 
natural rubber agreement.

Debt strategy talks planned 


RIO DE JANEIRO. Nov 13. 
(AP); Latin nations will meet in 
late November to discuss com- 
mon strategies for dealing with 
the region’s $400 billion foreign 
debt, Brazil's finance minister 
said in an interview published 
today. 

“We Latin Americans don't 
want a confrontation with 
creditors, but we don't accept the 
situation as it is today." Finance 
Minister, Mailson da Nobrega 
said in an interview published by 
Rio’s respected Jomal do Brasil 
newspaper. 

“We are trying to pay but we 
can’t continue sending 4-5 per 
cent of the gross national 
prod uct a broad each year in debi 
interest payments. We can’t sus- 


tain this in the long run." 

Da Nobrega said economists 
from “all Latin nations" would 
meet in Brazil in late November, 
to prepare for a meeting of Latin 
American finance ministers on 
December 1 1th and 12th.

“In the United Stales, the idea 
is also maturing that without 
taking another step in the debt 
crisis there won’t bedevelopment 
in Latin America,** Da Nobrega 
told the newspaper. 

“We Latin nations want to act 
politically to accelem te (he adop- 
tion of measures that are in the 
air. Everyone feels something 
will happen as early as nexi 
year.”

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HADLEE TAKES FIVE WICKETS 


Kiwis fight back against Indians

BANGALORE, India, Nov 13, 
(Reuter): Richard Hadlee took 
five wickets in a Test innings for 
the 33rd time to lead New 
Zealand's fightback in the first 
cricket Test against India today. 

Hadlee took five for 65 on a 
slow, unresponsive pitch before 
India declared their first innings 
at 384 for nine after rain caused 

an hour’s play to be lost after tea. 

Spin 

New Zealand openers John 
Wright and Trevor Franklin 
survived six overs of seam and 
spin to score nine in the last 20 
minutes. 

For India, Ravi Shastri com- 

K d a painstaking 54 ofT 178 
before driving Evan Gray 
straight to point, and Kiran 
More, in a more enterprising 97- 
ball stay, fell- four short of a 
deserved half-century. 

The pair put on 84 for the 
eighth wicket after India had suf- 
fered a mini-collapse before 
lunch and .surrendered their 
overnight advantage. 

Hadlee, who yesterday 
became the most prolific wicket- 
taker in Tests when he claimed 
his 374th victim, was almost 


entirely responsible for the New 
Zealand fightback today, alth- 
ough Ewen Chatfield bowled 15 
accurate overs from which he 
conceded only 24 runs and 
claimed the important wicket of 
Kapil Dev. 

Hadlee's devastating new-ball 
burst knifed through the Indian 
middle order and brought him 
three wickets for only six runs in 
his fust six overs of the day. 

Wokeri Raman was compre- 
hensively bowled, Mohammad 
Azharuddin caught behind off a 
beauty that left him off the 
wicket and Dilip Vengsarkar 
yorked by probably Hadlee's 
quickest delivery of the innings. 

Had Mark Grealbatch held on 
to a straightforward chance at 
first slip before Kapil Dev had 
scored, Hadlee would have had 
figures of six for 44. 

It was another day of toil for 
the New Zealand spinners. Gray 
reeled offa total of45 overs in the 
innings taking two for 128, while 
the out-of-form John BraceweU 
was given only nine overs today 
which cost him 31 runs. 

An ecstatic Chris Kuggdeijn 
did, however, manage to take his 


first wicket in Test cricket when 
More played across the tine and 
was leg before for 46.

Williams. 

Thierry Boutsen in a Benetton 
finished fifth despite running 
with a broken exhaust in the last 
10 laps and Italian Ivan Capelli 
was sixth in a march. 

Briton Nigel Mansell, making 
his last appearance in a Grand 
Prix with Williams before joining 
Ferrari, was forced to retire on 
his 66th lap due to brakes failure. 

Frost's victory was a record 
35th of his career and his second 
in Adelaide. He previously won 
in 1986. He said the circuit was

(Reuter): Ivan Lendl has 
a repaired shoulder, renewed 
enthusiasm and a redesigned 
racket. All he wants now is to 
regain his top world ranking. 

The Czechoslovak has been 
out of action for four of the lost 
12 months with a damaged right 
shoulder, and in September lost 
the number one ranking he had 
held for three years when he was 
beaten in the US Open final by 
Sweden's Mats Wilander. 

For the past week he has been 
playing in the Stuttgart Qassic 
and despite two defeats, feels he 
is “far ahead of schedule" in his 
quest to make it back to the top. 


“I have had a frustrating year 
with the shoulder. But now it has 
been operated on everything 
should be fine," he said. “!'m 
back mentally fresh and looking 
forward to starting a new year.” 
However, he admits it will take 
more than renewed enthusiasm 
— and the new racket he is work- 
ing on — to start winning major 
tournaments again. “I lost men- 
tal confidence in my time off and 
that is what I need to get back. 
Confident 

“It's ail down to the way i t feels 
in my bead rather than in my 
hand ... deep down I am con- 
fident I am going to be able to 
play as well as I did before.'* 


Surgeons delving into the 
star's shoulder found three 
problems — with cartilage, 
ligaments and joints. But the 
operation wem so successfully 
that just six weeks later. Lend) 
was back playing against the best 
players in the world here. 

In normal circumstances he 
would have regarded his results 
in the round-robin event as dis-' 
appointing. After beating 
American Tim Mayotte in his 
first match, he failed to reach the 
semifinal stage after losing to 
outsider Carl-Uwe Steeb ofwesi 
Germany and American John 
McEnroe. 

But in the light of his recent 


problems, he is happy with his 
progress. 

“It's annoying losing but I 
suppose you have to expect it 
when you are just coming back,” 
he said. 

“It may sound silly but I feel I 
am far ahead of schedule in just 
two weeks playing and after a 
layoff. ” 

The work done on Lendl's 
shoulder by surgeons is only part 
of the restoration process. The 
former world number one has 
also called in computer and 
racket-design experts.
